CALIFORNIA. 


High License in San Francisco—A Catho­ 
lic Priest lo the Front. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , January 22d.—A meeting; 
of the ltoard of Supervisors as a Committee 
of the W hole was held this morning for the 
purpose of taking action upon several im ­ 
portant matters lately referred to it by the 
Hoard, among which was the petition pre­ 
sented by the Society for the Suppression of 
Vice, for the passage of a high license 
liquor ordinance. A large num ber of per­ 
sons interested in the subject before the 
committee were present, the Iietail Liquor- 
dealers' Mutual Protective Association be­ 
ing fully represented by its President and 
Vice-President, 
Father Montgomery, a member of the 
clergy of St. Mary’s Cathedral, said he ap­ 
peared with the approval of Archbishop 
Riordan in behalf the petition. 
It was un­ 
usual, lie said, for a Catholic priest to take 
part in uti’airs of this kind, but the fact that 
a man was a priest did not justify him in 
evading the duties of a citizen. There were 
100,00») Catholics in San Francisco, and he 
was sorry to say m any of them, in conse­ 
quence of drunkenness, were churchmen 
in name. He had had much experience 
with the poorer classes of this city, and he 
did not hesitate to assert that more than 
half the poverty and nearly all the crime 
in California was due wholly to drink. The 
people of this State were paying half their 
annual taxes directly either to maintain the 
poor or care for the criminals produced by 
liquor. H e believed prohibition was right 
but impracticable, and while favoring the 
abolition of whisky selling, he was willing 
to accept the order here proposed as a half­ 
loaf better than none. If the petition was 
presented to the voters of this city-, he be­ 
lieved it would be sustained by a majority 
of the people. 
It. J. Harrison, on behalf ol the liquor- 
men. responded, in which he staled that 
the petition was originated by fanatics, 
and if allowed to influence the Hoard would 
throw many men out of employment and 
deprive m any good citizens of the means 
of making a living. 
Father Montgomery said he was not one 
of the fanatics referred to. The last speaker 
was evidently lighting something not be­ 
fore the Hoard—prohibition. 
His petition 
did not ask for prohibition ; it only asked 
for regfi ation. To be sure this is a seaport 
town, where the authorities regulated the 
small-pox when it entered, and yet the 
riglis of the authorities to regulate or quac- 
antine the greater evil of whisky is denied. 
Perhaps this was a movement’ to deprive 
some one of employment, for when the 
saloons were shut up a num ber of bar­ 
keepers would be obliged to go to work. 
For him self lie was in favor of throwing 
the barkeepers out of employment, and 
saving the wives and children whom they 
were contributing every day to turn into 
the streets. 
I urtlier Storm Reports. 
R edihsg, January 22d.—The delayed Al­ 
turas mail arrived last evening. The delay 
was censed by High water in Oak Run. 
The Weaverville stage came in on time. 
The Delta train went out this morning and 
returned this afternoon.

Santa Rosa, January 22d.—The news re­ 
ceived here Thursday evening of the m ur­ 
der of Mr. and Mrs. Jesse W ickershani, on 
their ranch, twenty-five miles north of 
Healdsburg, awakened a feeling of horror 
and indignation in the minds of people in a 
radius of fifty miles. Sheriff liishop, of this 
city, and Coroner King, of Petaluma, took 
the first north-bound train for the scene of 
the tragedy, promising that they would for­ 
ward to the anxious and h« rror-stricken 
citizens here a full and true account of the 
alfair as early as possible, 
lip to 1 p. m. to­ 
day nothing had been heard from them 
directly, but the air is full of unsatisfactory 
and contradictory reports. 
A man on 
horseback arrived hereabout 11 a. m. to­ 
day from near that locality, and says that 
Wickersliam, who had been for a long time 
in low health, died suddenly, while sitting 
in his chair, from hemorrhage of the lungs. 
His wile, who had previously dispatched 
the Chinaman for the doctor, alter finding 
that her husband was dead, threw a blanket 
over him, and started for the neighbors, 
tainting on the way. The parties who first 
reported the tragedy arrived several hours 
afterward, and lmding no one but the dead 
man in the house, supposed it was a double 
murder, and laid the crime on the China­ 
man. This latter report is wiiat is now ac­ 
cepted until we get the report of the Coro­ 
ner and .Sheriff. 
STILL IN DOUBT. 


S a n t a R o s a , January 2 2 d .—Sheriff Bishop 
returned tins afternoon. 
He was unable to 
get across Dry creek, but several others, in­ 
cluding the Coroner, swam their horses 
and crossed over. It will be to-morrow be­ 
fore they can be heard from. 
It is still a 
matter of doubt whether Wickersliam was 
murdered or died of hemorrhage. 
The 
former account is rather the belief in all 
sections, as the report came direct from 
Skaggs Springs to Geyserville by telegraph. 
Skaggs Springs got the news from a neigh­

Wickersliam. 
The wires from 
Skaggs Springs are down, so we can hear 
no more from that source. Many credit 
the rum or that he died of hemorrhage, he 
being subject to that trouble, but that ac­ 
count is not quite as well founded as the 
qther.

The residence of Mr. Eaves, at Stockton, 
was destroyed by fire on Wednesday, and 
several members’of liis family were’badly 
uoi neu. 
Charles Lindstroni was drowned in the 
San Lorenzo 
river, Santa Cruz county, 
Wednesday, while trying to push away 
logs from a railroad bridge. 
John E. Elliott, convicted of forging the 
signature of Miller A Lux to a check for 
$030, was sentenced hv Judge Spencer in 
San Jose, Friday morning, to seven years 
in the State Prison. 
John King, a Los Gatos (Santa Clara 
county) orebnrdist, hanged hinisglf at his 
home Friday morning, his body being 
found in his room by his wile, hanging lo 
a rafter. He was 37 years of age, and a na­ 
tive of England. 
The anti-Chinese agitation at Santa Cruz 
has assumed a new form, the names of all 
hotels and 
business 
houses employing 
Chinamen bciim published m a newspaper. 
It is rumored tliat those whose names are 
published will organize among themselves 
and agree not to patronize or employ any 
mem ber of the Anti-Chinese Association. 
Jam es Egan, who fell from a tliird-story 
window of the Pacific Club, in San Fran­ 
cisco. Thursday, died Friday morning in 
the Receiving Hospital. H e never recov­ 
ered consciousness after tlie fall. 
Egan 
was a native of Ireland, 52 years of age, 
who lived at GOG Minna street, and has been 
porter for the club for about nine months. 
At Los Angeles, Tuesday,the storm caused 
the fourth severe flood recorded at that 
city in twenty-four years, and is the most 
destructive of all. ’The Los Angeles river, 
swollen by the heavy rains of Sunday and 
Monday, became an irresistible torrent, 
swept away bridges and inundated a large 
portion of the city. About 2.000 acres of 
land devoted to homes, orchards and vine­ 
yards were flooded. The waters rose two 
feet higher than the flood of February, 
1884. 
A num ber of buildings were swept 
away entirely and others were undermined 
and collapsed. 
Mrs. Kate I.vtle and The­ 
resa W hitney, the latter 8 years old, were 
drowned. 


N e w D it c h S c h e m e .— The Nevada Tran­ 
script say s: 
A 
The Excelsior Canal Company is propos­ 
ing the construction of a new line of ditch, 
the waters of which will be used for irriga­ 
ting purposes. The ditch having a capacity 
of 400 inches will start at a point below 
Rough and Ready, and be carried around 
the high lands of Penn valley at an eleva­ 
tion of 2()0 feet abov • the ranches to be ir­ 
rigated; 
from thence it will he taken to 
Indian springs; from that point there will 
probably be two branches—one by way of 
the Horton ranch, to the lands of the Ex­ 
celsior Company, and the other by way of 
the Buckeye ranch, to the vicinity of 
Spenceville. The main ditch and branches 
would irrigate a large area of land, and add 
greatly to its value for raising clover and 
alfalfa, and for pasturage. 
W ith this ditch 
constructed, where its waters would be 
available, it is believed that land now rat­ 
ing at $12 to $15 per ar-re would soon be in­ 
creased in value to $40 per acre. The pro­ 
posed plan of constructing the ditch is to 
allow all farmers to work on it at fair 
wages, receiving their pay in ditch stock, 
the company allowing them to take the 
am ount out in water, the cost of irrigating 
not to exceed $3 per acre per season. 
The 
ranchers are to give the company the right 
of way through their inclosures for a dis- 
tances’of fifteen feet in width.

"I heard a thud, which was ac­ 
companied with a dense niass of fog and 
mud. Before I had time to realize the 
situation, in half a m inute a second shock 
came, a terrific burst of gas ripping oft' the 
weather boarding, and demolishing the 
portion of tiie shaft, thus covering much of 
:t; but this caught thirty-nine ]>oor fellows 
Town there, and I think their doom is 
sealed. The engineer blew his whistle, 
mil this, following the first noise, 
was 
dl the notice the town needed. 
The 
«top!*1 knew there was something wrong

the mine, and those 
whose hus- 
lands and fathers and brothers 
were 
lown there knew that, too. There was a 
atsh to the works. Women came flocking, 
mil then began the pitiful scenes wliicn 
v-ou have seen here. It was a terrible sight. 
There was hope then, and we at once began 
putting water down the shaft to scatter the 
.ifter-damp and create a draught. Men 
ried their best to get down in the bucket, 
but they only got part way down, for their 
amps went out.” 
When the men did finally succeed in 
getting to the bottom the scene of wreck 
uid confusion was horrible. 
Men, mules, 
shattered cars and all sorts of debris were 
riled up in confusion. 
The men trod on 
a body before they knew 
how near 
'hey were 
to 
it. 
From 
the wreck 
below, it is supposed that the explosion 
was violen! enough (o blow the men 
out of the most remote rooms, though ex­ 
perts diller as to whether the shock would 
necessarily be fatal. 
Coroner Jones, of Terra Alta, summoned 
a jury to he present at the works at 5 
o’clock, but progress was slower than the 
Coroner expected, and the inquest was 
postponed for an hour. It then became 
apparent that there was little probability 
of any bodies being brought up to-niglit, 
and the inquest was adjourned until S 
o'clock to-morrow morning. 
Fighting the War Over Again. 
W ashington, January 22d.—The debate 
in the House to-day upon the resolution 
ottered some days ago by Representative 
Boutelle, of Maine, to inquire into the al­ 
leged erasures of memorial subscriptions 
and the dismissal of Union soldiers at the 
Norfolk navy yard. Was very exciting. 
There was intense feeling displayed on 
both sides. 
Mr. Boutelle referred to the at­ 
tempts in the South to keep alive the Con- 
iederate victories during the lale war, and 
to glorify the memory of Confederate sol­ 
diers. Air. Wise, of Virginia, who was the 
speaker on 
the 
Democratic 
side, de­ 
nied the allegations made by Boutelle, 
and the general impression is to-night 
that Wise had the best of the argument. 
He was severe on the Mahone rule in Vir­ 
ginia, and instanced Colonel Moseby and 
General Longstrcet as Confederate officers 
whom the Republicans had taken into their 
confidence and honored with responsible 
positions. Each speaker was loudly ap­ 
plauded by his colleagues on Ids side of 
the chamber. This debate,it is believed, is 
the commencement of a contest between 
the two parties, on what may be called the 
Sherman line. 
During the campaign in 
Ohio last fall. Senator Sherman constantly 
alluded in his sj>eeches to the fact that the 
South had more than her share of Repre­ 
sentatives in Congress, on account of the 
practical disfranchisement of the negroes 
in that section. 
He was re-elected to the 
Senate on that assertion. 
It is understood 
that Senators Sherman, Logan, Harrison, 
Mahone and Hoar, and certain Republican 
members of the House, wiil try to bring 
the subject of the actual political condition 
in the South more closely to the attention 
of the country than it has ever been. 
The President and the “ Inform ation ” 
Matter. 
W ashington, January 22d.—Private Sec­ 
retary I.amont said to-day, in regard to the 
reported attitude of the President' on the 
subject, that as yet the President has not 
received any requests from the Senate for 
information as to official changes, and con- 
sequentlv there can be no truth in the re­ 
ports that he has receded from the position 
which he had been called on to lake. Mr. 
Lamont added that the President has never 
made any statement as to what position he 
would assume in case such requests are 
made. 
Senator Payne anil the Ohio Investiga­ 
tion. 
W ashington, January 22d. — Senator 
Payne to-night mailed a letter to the 
Chairman of the recently-appointed inves­ 
tigating committee of tlie lower house of 
the Ohio Legislature, of which the follow­ 
ing is a copy :

An Apache-Cursed Region. 
E l P aso (Tex.), January 22d.—Travelers 
from southern New Mexico and southern 
Arizona report that these sections oí coun­ 
try are completely demoralized by the con­ 
tinued 
presence of marauding Apache 
bands. 
Raids and murders have become 
such an old story that they have ceased to 
excite attention, and in many instances 
they are not reported to the public press. 
The population is m ainly concentrated in 
the towns and villages, as it is decidedly 
unsafe to leave them and venture out into 
the open country. 
It will take several 
years for that country to recover from the 
damage already inflicted. The value of 
mining and ranch property has decreased 
to the lowest ebb, and many improvements 
have been definitely abandoned. In the 
opinion of the people there, who are iru- 
iuedia.tely and. vitally iutertaled, the only 
salvation possible lies in tlie breaking up 
of tlie existing reservation, and the moving 
of the Indians to Indian Te ritory. 
A nother Blizzartl. 
St. Pacl, January 22d.—The blizzard 
which has been raging since last nigh: is 
the worst known among railroails for years. 
In every direction it is very cold and blow­ 
ing at a terrific rate, idling’the cuts, and in 
the southern part of the country making it 
impossible to keep them clear long enough 
to run trains. 
Sioux City, January 22d.—The weather 
is verv cold—24° below. 
This m eniing 
trains on nearly all the roads were several 
hours late, and tlie Illinois Central is still 
blocked. A heavy freight train is stuck m 
the snow-drifts near Lake City, and great 
trouble is being experienced in getting it 
out. 
K ansas City, January 22d.—All through 
trains west are again abandoned, and busi­ 
ness is at a standstill on the Santa F t and 
Kansas Pacific and Burlington and Mis­ 
souri roads, except for local trains. The 
Missouri Pacific to Omaha is also reporten 
blockaded above Atchison at the present. 
The experience is the worst the Western 
roads have known in many years. 
E méndale 
(Dakota), January 22!.— 
Last niglit came the coldest weather of this 
winter. It snowed aTT nTgTit, with a strong 
north wind, drifting tlie snow badly. The 
thermometer this morning was 40° below 
zero. The storm lias passed, and it is now- 
clear. 
F lood Feared A long tlie Rio Grande. 
E l P aso (Tex. >, January 22d.—The im ­ 
mense masses of snow that have fallen this 
winter in southern Colorado, and more par­ 
ticularly in the San Juan country, where 
tlie Rio Grande lias its source, has created 
a feeling of considerable uneasiness among 
the dwellers along its batiks in New Mexico 
and Texas. The devastation caused by the 
tremendous overflow of two years ago lias 
not yet been forgotten, and a repetition is 
very much dreadc-il. The railroads run­ 
ning along the banks of the riv r have, 
since the overflow, strengthened their road­ 
beds at all exposed points, and are in a 
better condition to meet a flood than they 
were two years ago : but at best they would 
still be in danger if the river should rise 
very high this summer. There are alreadv 
some slight symptoms of a coming rise, 
for which the agriculturists of the líio 
Grande are but ill-prepared. With agreater 
influx of population into the valley, it will 
be necessary to confine the river by levees, 
as is done along the Mississippi. 
D eath of a C alifornia P ioneer iu New 
York.

Henry I. Greenfell, 
of the Bauk of England, expressed confi­ 
dence that the United States Congress 
would not alter the provisions of the Bland 
bill. Bimetallism, Grenfell said, was of 
vital interest to trade and agriculture. 
Thomas Sutherland, M. I’, for Greenock, 
and Samuel Montague, M. P. for Tower 
Hamlets, and others, delivered addresses. 
The meeting resolved to form a gold and 
silver league on a popular basis. 
M onometallism to be I’pliekl by Ger­ 
m any. 
B erlin, January 22d.—H err 
Scholtz. 
Prussian Finance Minister, declared in the 
Reichstag to-day that the Imperial Gov­ 
ernm ent would uphold monometallism. 
He explained that he was not a fanatical 
partisan of the old standard and sympa­ 
thized with the sufferers in their efforts 
to raise the value of silver, but the ques­ 
tion was an international one, and must be 
treated accordingly. 
W hile he would care­ 
fully examine the question, he was unable 
to undertake the introduction of a measure 
providing for an

standard.

The workingwoman of Germany, says a 
correspondent of the Chicago ./t/urnal, can­ 
not be congratulated on her lot in life. 
Hers is an unlucky star, glimmering upon 
a poor home, poor food and poor pay, hard 
work, poor clothes and hopeless future of 
toil. It had ought to be brighter, for she is 
willing, pleasant, economical and industri­ 
ous, parts which in her case go unreward­ 
ed. 
Her day’s work is compassed by six­ 
teen to eighteen hours, and the reward of 
her industry is an average of 2Í cents for 
every dreary hour of weary toil. Some 
earn as much as four cents, but the severest 
part of existence falls to woman, and the 
price of their lots is the portion of a pit­ 
tance. She is the burden-bearer, and hers 
is tlie servant’s state. Chivalry is extinct 
or dormant, for her sex gives her no noble 
recognition, and the position of wife or 
mother is no shield from hardship, no 
lever to lift tlie onus of utility. She is repre­ 
sented in most of the manual-labor occupa­ 
tions, and more liberally in mining or 
foundry work than any other branch of 
professional or clerical life. She is making 
a living in mine or quarry, or as a tanner, 
glassblower, cooper, carpenter or mason in 
m any instances. H er pursuits arc not al­ 
ways gentle or of a character of refinement. 
Especially it is 


h e r l o t thy d o f a r m i .a i;o k . 
Of this service she performs the greater 
parts—hoeing and reaping, toting m anure 
in a basket on her hack, harvesting aud 
thrashing, plowing with a pair of cows— 
hard work, and plenty of it. 
She is not 
comely. The fresh and merry girls are 
few. 
The stooping form, tlie spiritless 
movements, the worn and weary, bronzed 
and wrinkled faces are characteristic; but 
all are hardy and vigorous, and none are 
nervous, aud few 
possess any sterling 
domestic qualities. 
Housekeeping is al­ 
most a primitive so rt; but, though the 
needle works bunglinglv ami the cooking 
is wretched, and the family affection is un­ 
displayed. there is a very strong home feel­ 
ing, which is always brought forth by the 
hard-working, much-enduring woman. 
The traveler lias frequently occasion to 
rem ark this physical endurance which 
characterizes the vitality of the German 
race. Tms has special illustration in the 
case of some of the Saxon country-women, 
who arc out only descendants of those m a­ 
trons who bore the soldiers who fought 
under Armitiius and destroyed the proud, 
imperial legions of Rome, but who are 
themselves the mothers of those other 
soldiers who, atGravelotte. Metz and Sedan, 
baffled the splendid opposing forces of a 
modern imperial power. 
Unconscious of 
the indignant 
SDRI'RISE OF OLE AMERICAN LAMES 
W hen seeing them at work, and in their 
turn surprised when they lien: the critical 
execrations upon a system which requires 
such things, these women do most of the 
farm work in the Saxon fields. Watch 
them f< r an hour, and one instinctively 
tires his own nerve and muscles in doing 
so. They universally stoop, and are not 
oniv humpback, but the face of the wo- 
n'an of 20 has the appearance of having 
seen 50 years. Do you ask why it is so? 
Note the hoe that they use—a primitive 
sort of an implement, with a handle thirty 
inches long, the use of which compels 
work all day in a stooping posture 
The 
deformity thus engendered is completed by 
carrying heavy weights in panier baskets 
reclining on their shoulders. 
Frequently, 
if not invariably, the deformity twis'ts 
laterally around to the right side.’ This is 
n t only because of the bi-mamial exercise, 
but is due to the pulling of heavy weights 
from the right shoulder. 
For Saxon Wo­ 
men do draught work, and theirs is an im ­ 
portant factor in the labor of their country. 
Hundreds of barrow carts can be seen on 
the road leading to Dresden, with 


A W OMAN AND A DOG H IT C H E D TO G ETIIEK 
And trudging along, dragging heavy loads, 
no m atter what the season or the weather 
m aybe. Itis said that the railroads and 
other vehicles added do not do more haul- 
iag than these women and dog teams. 
There is nothing like it ip any other Euro­ 
pean country. 
But do not call it degrada­ 
tion, for of these women it is tlie boa-t that 
none attain the age of ten who cannot 
read or write. 
The employer of field help will hire a 
woman as quick as he will a man. Indeed, 
some prefer women help, for they will toil 
early and ¡ate as well and as quickly as a 
man. Ah, Frailty, thy name is not Ger­ 
man woman I And the babe that lies in 
the grass w hile its mother works Lard by 
is a babe that comes to no frail estate. It 
seems strange to me, hut mothers who are 
compelled to toil the livelong year on short 
rations ami for long hours, bear a superior 
race of sons, who grace the arm y with the 
finest physical perfection, or who do grand 
mental tasks until the outcome is all of the 
way and 
THE METHOD OF CULTURE. 
The physicians assure me that there is 
actually no im pairm ent of Ihe health or 
genera! condition of females or their off­ 
spring by reason of their arduous pursuits. 
The wages of sin is death, but the wages of 
hard work is not, at least not in Germany. 
A nother surprising thing is that tlie wom­ 
en tan do so much work on the food they 
take. 
In Alsace-Lorraine breakfast con­ 
sists of coffee and bread, with perhaps an 
onion ; dinner is of vegetables, meats rare­ 
ly, bread and beer, soup sometimes; sup­ 
per is of soup, salads, cheese, bread and 
coffee. In Crefeld the miners live on bread 
and vegetables only. In Dantzictlic labor­ 
ers live chiefly on potatoes, rve bread, 
gruel, jisli and coffee. Dresden laborers 
live on rye bread, gruel, cheese, beer and 
sausage. In Dusseldorf there is broad and 
eeffee for breakfast, the same for supper, 
and meat, vegetables and beer for dinner. 
In Konijjsberg the living in potatoes, cof­ 
fee and hsb. 
In Saxony, black bread, fat, 
potatoes, coffee and beer. 
In Mavence, rye 
bread, meat, potatoes, milk, coffee, saiir- 
kraut, millet pap, eg¡¿s and wiDe. 
If you 
¡«lease, this is frugality. 
Yet women live 
on it, and men, too. Aud hygiene is also 
nil. 
Ventilation, sanitary measures, drain­ 
age—of such is not the will of the working­ 
woman, who is content with cleanliness 
and comfort, and who finds pure air enough 
to offset all else that is lacking, as she holds 
the plow, or drags the cart, or otherwise 
puts her hand to manual labor out-of­ 
doors. 
DEVOTION TO FATHERLAND. 
I sometimes nave asked women why they 
work afield, and the answer is : “ For Ger­ 
many s sake. 
In other words, it is because 
the sons m uri enter the array, and their 
places upon the farm—and often in the 
shop—m ust be iiiled by their mothers, 
sisters and wives. The women will dig and 
delve all day long, and only will she stop 
to rest when it is to praise *•* our arm y.” 
The town girls go into the factory or 
store. There are a large num ber of sales­ 
women who work nine hours on week davs 
and usually from 2 to 7 u. m. on Sundays. 
They are allowed more liberties than in the 
United States. 
For instance, two hours’ 
nooning, and when not engaged with cus­ 
tomers are privilege! to sit down and sew, 
knit or read. They also have a half day 
off twice a month. The average wage is 
$L00 a year and free board and Iodeing. 
The house servants—I wilkuse a term that 
our American ladies employ expressively 
—are ‘‘nice.” That means much. 
Lady 
school teachers are employed more than 
formerly, and are also a success on their 
own part and on that of their pupils. 
THE MORAL CHARACTER 
Of the German servant is generally good, 
but that of the factory giris is all too fre­ 
quently stained. Many, ii not most of the 
latter are frivolous and lascivious, and yet 
are the best and most reliable workers. 
Tbeir course rarely ends in prostitution, 
however, for it is a suggestive fact that 
there exists a certain poitU dlhonnauya m o n g 
workingmen to m arry a girl il the question 
of legitimacy is liable to come up. After 
marriage there are few lapses from con­ 
stancy; yet, taking one offense ami another, 
out ot every.335 criminals throughout the 
German Em pire 100 are females.

I In temperate aud cold countries tobacco 
ccates thirst, and 
thereby 
encourages 
: drinking habits. In tropical dim es it lias 
no such effect on the smoker, and the taste 
j for alcohol rarely follow, its use in those 
latitudes. 
\ cry eminent observers have, 
indeed, attributed the prov rbiaf .-.obriety 
, of Eastern peoples to the use of tobacco. 
These art important qualifications, having 
. reference to the stnok«*r him self and 
his 
surroundings, 
and 
modifying 
the 
effects 
of 
his 
indulgence 
in 
the old proverb: “ One man's food is nn- 
. other man s ¡«oison. 
But. further, the cf- 
. fecis vary according to the method of con­ 
sumption ; ami here wc touch a question 
: of great interest, bearing upon several 
stim ulant narcotics, and that is the ques­ 
tion of chewing. All solid foods undergo 
, this process in the mouth, and, of our chief 
• producís, tobacco, cocoa, opium, and betel 
are also chewed. The act of chewing pow­ 
erfully affects tlie nerves of the mouth, be- 
¡ ing branches of the titth pair of nerves, and 
' in close connection with the brain. 
W hile 
; it has long been understood that certain 
: nerves in the mouth excite, when stim u- 
la ted by food, the pleasurable sensations of 
! taste, it is a more recent discovery that the 
chewing of solids produces through the 
tilth nerve certain stimulant impressions 
upon the nervous centers. One of tlie con­ 
sequent effects is a quickened circulation in 
the brain. W hat light this throws upon 
the habit, of chewing, the world over! 
The child, whose one anxiety is to get 
something between its teeth, may be ex­ 
emplifying a want and an instinct, the 
same as prompts the Egyptian, Malay, 
and Hindu, from 
infancy 
to age, to 
gnaw at the sugar cane. 
Again, many 
persons seek to

Both snuffing and chewing tobacco prob­ 
ably exert ibis local iufluence far more 
powerfully than smoking. The constitu­ 
tional effects in tlie three ca-es are nearly 
the same. 
Among our sailors ‘'chew ing 
the quid ” is extremely common, and sc-ems 
to date from a time when smoking was 
prohibited Irom danger to the “ wooden 
walls.” 
Methods of smoking exercise an 
im portant influence on the effect produced. 
Smoked in the European fashion, accord­ 
ing to which the iuiues of the burning leaf 
are sucked directly into the mouth, the es­ 
sential principles of the drug, including 
nicotine, find a free entrance into ttie sys­ 
tem

Care ot A nim als in W inter. 
The American H um ane Association of­ 
fers tlie following suggestions relative to 
fowls, horses and cattle to persons having 
these in charge, in tlie northern latitudes, 
during the winter months, and while they 
are not applicable to the semi-tropical cli­ 
mate of California, they are nevertheless of 
interest : 
Do in t compel domestic fowls to roost in 
trees. Aside from danger of being captured 
by owls and other enemies, the swaying of 
tlie branches upon which they are sitting 
wiil nrevi nt them from getting rest: while 
in tlie severely cold weather, tints exposed, 
feet and cqntbs are frozen and the bird i- so 
benumbed as to make it impossible for it 
to be of much profit on tlie farm. Securely 
sheltered from wind and storm, and al­ 
lowed to sit on a broad roost, feet are thus 
kept warm, refreshing rest is obtained and 
the fowl is much stronger, healthier and 
more profitable to its owner. 
D«i not clip horses daring the winter 
months. 
With the same propriety we 
m ight out the hair from a dog or shear a 
sheep at this season of Ihe year. The argu­ 
m ent in behalf of tlie practice is that the 
horse iu perspiration will dry more quickly 
if tlie lia.r is short. If the anim al is thor­ 
oughly blanketed and kept in a sheltered 
or warm place, after lieing driven, no dan­ 
ger results from perspiration, whatever the 
length of hair, while tlie horse that has 
been deprived of its coat in the wiuter tim e 
suffers perpetually while being exposed to 
the cold. 
It is a cruelty inflicted upon beautiful 
carriage horses for the purpose of style. 
Blessed is the ordinary work-horse, in the 
w intertim e; for, however much it may 
perspire, it is allowed to carry its full 
growth of hair during the cold weather. 
Do not leave cattle to stand shivering, 
while extremities often frieze, in the snow­ 
storms and severe winds of winter, when 
a little tim e would suffice to construct of 
boards, rails or poles, a support upon and 
around which may be placed hay. straw or 
weeds, thus making a shelter’ that may 
comfortably protect them. Cattle kept in 
fairly warm condition throughout the win­ 
ter will, as milkers, give a larger and better 
yield of milk, and as beeves will take on 
flesh much more rapidly than if left to in­ 
clement weather. 
Aside from u question of hum anity, the 
more attention and rare that is bestowed 
upon animals, with a view to their comfort, 
tlie more will they be of service and tv 
source of profit to their owners.

at the implied necessity for a plural subject 
to the really and essentially plural verb. 
They insist upon replacing sound and sen­ 
sible current phrases by stiff and awkward 
hothouse idioms. They object to our talk­ 
ing about the vandalism of railway con­ 
tractors, apparently on the somewhat gro­ 
tesque ground that the historical Vandals 
never in their lives constructed a railway. 
But if we are invariably to use words in 
none but their primitive and naked etymo­ 
logical sense—if we are to give up all the 
wealth of metaphor and allusiveness which 
gradually inerusts and enriches every sim ­ 
ule phrase—if we are to discard “ worsted” 
W ause it is no longer spun at Worstead in 
Norfolk, and eschew “ Gothic,” because a 
distinguished scholar considers the Goths 
were not really such Gotlis after all—why. 
all our writing in future will tend to become 
as «lull asd t b wa‘er.—[The Cornhill Mag­ 
azine.

PIONEER REMíNISCENOES. 


ACROSS THE PLAINS WITH FEE- 
MOST IS 1843. 


In terestin g In terview w ith O ne o f 
th e Survivors o f th a t M em o­ 
rable E xpedition. 


/ 
There clings about the early pioneer of 
the Paciiie slope a never-dying interest, and 
as but few remain among those who crossed 
the trackless plains and tugged mountains, 
exploring 
the then unknown 
country 
which now is embraced in the States of 
California, Oregon and Nevada, anterior to 
th e gold discovery, their history and per­ 
sonal experience in those “ far away days” 
is doubly interesting. Tyrie W right, of 
Sacratueuto, 
a 
gentleman well-known 
throughout the State. 74 years of age, who 
was one of the members of the celebrated 
Frem ont expedition to Oregon and north­ 
ern California in 1843, is well preserved, 
has a vivid recollection of the hardsbipand 
trials of that memorable expedition, and in 
conversation with a representative of the 
R ecord-Usion detailed the following facts: 
In his younger days being of an adventu­ 
rous spirit, iie crossed the plains and Rocky 
Mountains several times at a period when 
that great region was occupied by wild In­ 
dians and savage beasts, endured*hardships 
and suffered privations unknown to men 
of the present day'. 
His experience on 
those many expeditions would 1:11 an im­ 
mense volume of thrilling interest and 
covering so vast a territory then unknown 
except to the adventurous explorer, that it 
would eiptal tliat of Daniel Roone or any 
of his compeers. He traversed the country 
between the great valley of the Mississippi 
and the Pacific coast, when a white man 
was a curiosity to the native red man, long 
years before it was traversed by railroads 
and blessed with the advancing tide of 
civilization.

lik e of grass, surrounded by timbered 
mountains. This was a 


PICTURESQUE AKD EEAUTtPCL SPOT, 
And rendered more attractive to us by its 
abundance of excellent grass, which our 
animals, after traveling through pine for­ 
ests, so much needed. The c h a r a c t e r i f 
i i'urage and hostility attributed to the In­ 
dians of that section induced more than 
usual precaution, and seeing smoke aris­ 
ing from the middle of the savannah and 
along the opposite shores, Fremont direct­ 
ed the howitzer to be tired. It was the first 
time the guides had seen it discharged, 
and the bursting of the shell at a dis­ 
tance, which was something like the sec­ 
ond fire of the gun, amazed and bewildered 
them with delight. It inspired them with 
trium phant feelings; hut on the camp at 
a distance the effect was different, for the 
smoke in the lake and on the shores im ­ 
mediately disappeared. No Indians m ak­ 
ing their appearance, Fremont on the fol­ 
lowing day determined to pay them a visit. 
We rode in a body out towards their 
village. As we approached we saw a few 
large huts, oil the tops of which were col­ 
lected the Indians. 
When we had arrived 
within half a mile of the village two per­ 
sona were seen advancing to meet u s; 
and, to please the fancy of our guides, we 
arranged ourselves in a long line, riding 
abreast, and galloped ahead to meet them. 
We were surprised, on riding up, to find 
one of them a woman, having 
never 
liefore known a squaw to take any part 
in the business of war. 


A KLAMATH INDIAN VILLAGE. 
They proved to be the village Chief and 
Ids wife, who, in excitement and alarm at 
the unusual event and appearance, had 
come out to meet their fate together. The 
Chief was a prepossessing Ittd’an, with 
handsome features and a singularly soft 
and agreeable voice. 
The 
huts 
were 
grouped together on the bunk of the river, 
which, from being spread out in a shallow 
marsh at the upper end of ilie lake, was 
collected here into a single stream. 
They 
were large, round huts, perhaps twenty feet 
in diameter, with rounded tops, on which 
was the door by which they descended into 
the interior. 
W ithin they were supported 
by posts and beams. 
Almost like plants, these people seem to 
have adapted themselves to the soil, and to 
be growing on what the immediate locality 
afforded. 
Their onlv subsistence at this 
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. tim e appeared to b e sm all lish, great qaun- 
In in e spring o f 1st., h ejm n od Colonel 
titic-s o f w hich, that liad been sm oked and 
• rr e m o n to n I t s second exploring ex- 
dried, were suspended on strings about the 
lodge. 
T heir residence in tbs 
pedition to Oregon and northern California, 
and was with the great Pathfinder tlie suc­ 
ceeding winter, when trying to find a path 
out of the Sierra Nevada mountains, but 
owing to the great depth of snow was be­ 
wildered. on the verge of starvation, and 
forced to cat mule and dog meat to prolong 
life. This memorable expedition, sent out 
under the orders of Colonel J. .1. Abert, 
chief of the Topographical Bureau, left the 
little town of Kansas (now Kansas City), 
on the Missouri frontier, about the end*of 
May, with a force amounting to thirty-nine 
men. generally armed with H all's carbines, 
and a twelve-pound howitzer from the 
United States Arsenal at St. bonis. The 
party consisted principally of Creoles, Ca­ 
nadian French and Americans. The camp 
equipage and provisions were transported 
in twelve carls drawn each by two mules. 
A light covered wagon, mounted on springs, 
was provided for the safer carriage of the 
instrum ents, which consisted of telescopes, 
reflecting circles, sextants, chronometers, 
barometers, thermomefcis and compasses, 
rh e story of that memorable expedition. 
iL« inarch through trackless ami treeless 
plains, over and through a country never 
-.rod by a white man, has been published in 
h e Governmental reports, and for the pur­ 
pose of this narrative only the general 
«our.se will be but briefly referred to. 


STARTING FOB THE PACIFIC COAST. 
Mr. W right says the expedition weut up 
the Smoky Hill fork of the Kansas or 
Kaw river to fne head of the Arkansas, 
passing over the sjiot where now is located 
the great city of Denver, Colorado. The 
expedition arrived at St. T rain's Fort on 
the 4 th of July, where they were joined by 
the famous scout and frontiersman Kit 
Carson, who was an intim ate personal 
f trend of Fremont’s. The two Delaware 
ladians that had been engaged as game 
hunters for the expedition determined to 
n tu rn home at this point, and it became 
necessary to provide the party with a good 
hunter. Accordingly Fremont enaaged in 
that capacity, at Fort Severance. Alexan­ 
der Godey, a young man about 2d years of 
age, who Jiad been in that country for six 
o ■ seven years, all of which tim e be had 
bqen actively employed in hunting for the 
posts or in solitary trading expeditions 
aipong the Indians. In courage and pro­ 
fesional skill he was a formidable rival to 
OarSóti, arid rijnsMSTty. afterwards, was 
among the be.-t and most efficient of the 
party, and in difficult situations was of in­ 
calculable value. 
Mr. Wright, continuing, said: “ 1 will 
rem ark here that Alexander Codev is the 
only survivor of that party, besides myself, 
now living upon the const. 
If there art 


midst of 
grass and rushes had taught them a pecu­ 
liar skill in converting this material to use­ 
ful purposes. 
Their shoes were made of 
straw or grass, which seemed well adapted 
for a snowy country, and the women wore 
on their heads a closely-woven basket, 
which made a very good cap. Among 
other things were parti-colored mats about 
four feet square, some of which we pur­ 
chased to lay on the snow under our 
blankets, and to use for table cloths. The 
dogs, which sat about on the tops of huts, 
resembled wolves. The party purchased 
one of the latter, which was named after 
its birth-place. Klamath. 
The language 
of these Indians differed from that of 
other tribes, and we could talk with them 
only by signs. From this point we were 
traveling in an altitude where the hills 
were covered with snow, and the only grass 
obtainable for our anim als was 
in the 
small valleys and upon the margins of 


snow—snow upon snow,” said lie ; “ even 
if you get over the snow, you will not be 
able to get down from the mountains 1” He 
made us the sign of precipices, and showed 
us how the feet ot the horses would slip, 
and throw them from the narrow trails 
which led along their sides. Our Chinook, 
who comprehended even more readily than 
ourselves, and believed our situation hope­ 
less, covered bis head with his blanket, and 
began to weep and lament. 
‘‘I wanted to 
seethe whites,” said he; “ I came away 
from my own people to see the whites, anil 
1 wouldn’t care to die among them ; but 
here”—end he looked around into the cold 
night and gloomy forest, and, drawing his 
blanket over his head, began again to la­ 
ment. 
Seated around the tree, the fire 
illum inating the rocks and tail pines, and 
the old Indian in our midst counseling, we 
presented a group of very serious faces. 
For the next week we trudged through 
deep snow, making slow progress, suffering 
from the freezing cold, and scanty of food. 


11ANQUKT OF DOG AND HORSE. 
On the 13th of February Godey killed 
the liitle dog Klamatb. which he prepared 
in Indian fashion, scorching off the hair 
and washing the skin with soap and snow, 
anil then, shortly after the faithful dog had 
been killed, the supply sleigh arrived with 
a supply of horse meat, and that night we 
had an extraordinary dinner—pea soup, 
mule, horse and dog. On the next day the 
sum mit of the dividing ridge of the Sierra 
Nevada was attained. 
Our anim als now 
numbered but 57. The great Valley of the 
Sacramento was spread out before us like a 
vast and beautiful panorama, but we liad 
mountain ridges, snowy plains and rugged 
hillsides to yet traverse. 
We were in sight 
of the promised land, but whether we 
would succeed in gaining an entrance was 
still a much mooted question. 
The times 
were severe, when stout men lost their 
minds from extremity of suffering, when 
horses died, and when mules ami horses, 
ready to die of starvation, were killed for 
food. 
Yet there was no m urm uring nor 
hesitation. 
W here the party crossed the 
sum mit was a point about ten miles south 
of Yank s, which is at tlie southern ex­ 
tremity of Lake Tahoe. 
Then that body 
of water was known as Mountain Lake, 
afterward Bigler, and now by its original 
Indian name of Tahoe. 


INTO THE SACRAMENTO VALLEY. 
After passing 
through a portion of 
Strawberry valley they struck the South 
Fork of the American river, and, following 
its northern bunks, came through toSutter’s 
Fort. Their path lay through El Dorado 
county. The precipitous banks, narrow 
gorges and steep hillsides forced the weary 
and loot-sore adventurers to most of the 
time travel upon the sum m it of the ridges 
of what is now known as tfie Georgetown 
Divide. The greatest suffering they en­ 
dured was while passing through this sec­ 
tion to 111e valley below, which was spread 
out befyre their vision like a broad pano-

pient¡i from becoming as hurtful to us now 
as scarcity had been before. 
The next day (March 8, 1881), we en­ 
camped at the junction of the two rivers, 
the Sacramento and American.

for the camp; and, 
among other things, was within reach of 
the wood necessary to make the pack sad­ 
dles, which we should need on our long 
journey home, from which we were farther 
distant now than we were four months 
before, when from The Dalles 
of the 
Columbia we so cheerfully took up the 
homeward line of march. 


A WORD ABOUT SUTTER. 
Captain Sutter emigrated to California 
from the western part of Missouri, in 
1838-39, and formed the first settlement in 
the Sacramento valley on a large grant of 
land which he obtained from the Mexican 
Government. 
He bad at first some trouble 
with the Indians; hut, by the occasional 
exercise of well-timed authority, lie suc­ 
ceeded in converting them into a peaceable 
and industrious 
people. 
The

around his extensive wheat fields, the t xhoma3 Gage, wrote

his fort was constructed; 
the ■ ploughing, 
harrowing, and other agricultural oper­ 
ations were entirely the work ot Indians, 
for which they received a very moderate 
conipansation—principally in sfiirts, blank­ 
ets, and other articles of clothing. 
The fort was a 
quadrangular abobe 
structure, 
mounting 
twelve 
pieces 
of 
artillery 
(two 
of 
them 
brass), 
and capable of admitting a garrison of l,CuO 
men. The garrison, at the time of our ar­ 
rival, consisted of -10 Indians, in uniforms, 
one of whom was always on duty at the 
gate. The whites in the employ of Captain 
Sutter—American, French and* G erm an - 
numbered about 30 men. The inner wall 
of the fort was formed into buildings com­ 
prising the common quarters, with black­ 
sm ith and other workshops, the dwelling- 
house, with a large distillery-house and 
other buildings, occupying the center of the 
area. 
The fort was built upon a pond-like 
stream (now known as Burns’ slough), at 
times a running creek.

On the morning of the 28th of.Dec 
our road lay down a level valley, bo 
by steep mountainous ranges, ilidir. 
etly along over the snow, we cam 
denly upon smoke rising above 
bushes, and, galloping up, we foun 
huts, open at the top and loosely lit 
sagebrush, which appeared to have 
deserted ni the insufut; aim, looking 
ily around, we saw several Indians c 
crest o ltlie ridge near by,and others F 
bling up the side. W e had como 
them so suddenly that they had 
well-nigh surprised in their lo !gt 
sage fire was burning in the middle; 
baskets made of willow were lying ; tout, 
with a few rabbit skins and straw on t hicii 
they had been lying. “ Tabibo-bo!' they 
shouted from the hills—a word whiijli, in 
the Snake language, signifies while j-and 
remained looking at us from behind the 
rocks. Carson and Godey rode toward^ the 
hills, but the men retreated with the 
rapidity qf a deer. They had been so hard 
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rama. The party passed Colonia, the sp 
where Marshall, a few years later, made 
the discovery that electrified the world. 
Here they camped at a point near where 
gold was first found, on the bank of the 
river, where the associated beauties of 
scenery made so strong an impression 
upon the party that they gave it the name 
of Beautiful Camp. The Indian name for 
the same place was Culloma, which, in 
their language means “ Beautiful Vale.” 
Mr. I’reuss, who bad been lost from the 
party, joined it at Beautiful Camp. 
He 
was almost in a famished condition. For 
food he had caught sm all frogs, which he 
had swallowed, not so much in the gratifi­ 
cation of hunger as in the hope of obtain­ 
ing strength. He found a nest of ants, 
which lie let run on his hand and stripped 
them off into his month. These had, to 
him, an agreeable, acrid taste. 
Frem ont took a small party and proceed­ 
ed rn advance in hopes of reaching Sutter’s 
Fort earlier and returning with a relief 
party. We passed through the same sur­ 
passingly beautiful country, entirely ujie- 
qualed for the pasturage of* stock by any­ 
thing we had ever beheld. Our horses had 
become so strong that they were able to 
carry us, and we took turn about in riding. 
Every few hundred yards we came upon 
small bands of deer, but we were too eager 
to reach the settlement, which we m om en­ 
tarily expected to discover, to bait for any 
other than a passing shot. We crossed the 
North Fork of the American a few miles 
above its month. It was equal in size to 
the South Fork, which we iiad descended, 
_ 
and together tliev formed a beautiful 
pressed 
that a woman with two chi dren stream from 60 to 100 yards in width.which 
had dropped behind a sagebrush ncaftthc at first, ignorant of the natrm m f the coun­ 
try through which that river ran, we took 
to be the .Sacramento. We continued in a 
westerly course over w hat is now known as 
thé San Juan grant, through a wooded up­ 
land, where we had the delight to discover 
tracks of cattle. To the southeast was vis­ 
ible a black column of smoke, which we 
had frequently noticed in our descent of 
the m ountain.

Mr. Coii'irois, a gentleman from Germany, 
had established himself on Feather river, 
and was associated with Captain Sutter in 
agricultural pursuits. 
An impetus was given to the active little 
population by our arrival, as we were in j 
want of everything. 
Mules, horses and 
cattle were to he collected ; the horse mill 
was at work day and night to make sutli- 
cieut flour ; the blacksmith shop was put 
in requisition for horseshoes and bridle 
b its; and pack saddles, ropes and bridles, 
and all the other little equipments of the 
camp wore again to be provided. The de­ 
lay thus occasioned was -one cf repose and 
enjoyment, which our condition required, 
and, anxious as wc were to resume our 
homeward journey, wc-re regretted by no 
one.

The wife of the murdered man, an Indian 
woman of the ¡Snake nation, desirous, like 
Naomi of old, to return to Iter people, re­ 
quested and obtained permission to travel 
with the party to the neighborhood of Bear 
river, where site expected to meet with 
some of her tribe. Happier than the Jew ­ 
ish widow, she carried with her two chil­ 
dren, pretty little lialf-breeds, wito added 
much to the liveliness of the camp. 
Moving forward, the expedition divided. 
Frem ont leading a portion of the partv in 
an attem pt to find a pass through a spur of 
the mountains made by the Cache la 
Poudre river. 
The other portion of th< 
party, guiña via Fort Laramie, followed 
th e old emigrant trail to Oregon, and re­ 
joined Frem ont's party at Fort Hall, on 
th e Snake river, a post then belongigg to 
the Hudson Bay Company. 
Frem ont had 
attempted to make the pass through which 
the Union Pacific now goes, but did not 
succeed. 
His course led him along the 
Great Salt Lake and the Green River val­ 
ley, then into the territory of Mexico. 
From Fort Hall the expedition followed 
the emigrant trail to the 'Valla Walla river, 
at its junction with the Columbia river, and 
from there went down to the 
Dalles. 
From here Fremont with a selected party 
went down in a canoe to Fort Vancouver 
to obtain provisions and supplies for the 
winter journey. 
The canoe was hired 
front the Indians, and three of the latter 
were engaged to assist in managing it. Kit 
Carson was left in charge of the partv. 
with instructions to occupy the people i*n 
m aking pack saddles ami refitting their 
equipage, it having been determined to 
abandon the carts and wagons at this point. 
Fremont returned afier an absence of 
twenty day-, with a full hue of supplies the loot of the m ountain.

Ov< r a little sage lire, using their instinct 
only to procure food, they certainly among 
hum an beings were the nearest approach 
to the mere anim al creation. We had 
every reason to believe that they never be- 
tore had seen the face of a white man. 
From that day to the 15th of January no 
Indians were seen on the route, which wats 
rough mountains and small valleys almost 
devoid of trees or grass, in m any places 
almost 
impassable 
with 
snow. 
On 
the 
15tli, on the shores of Pyramid 
Lake,a lew poor-looking Indians made their 
appearance, and we succeeded in getting 
one of them into catup. He was naked, 
with the exception of a tunic of hare skins. 
He told us that there was a river at the end 
of the lake. 
He said he lived in the rocks 
near by. Front the few words our guides 
could understand, he speaking a dialect of 
the Snake Nation, we could not make out 
whether the river he spoke of rau info or 
from the lake. After traveling southward 
a considerable distance, the party camped 
1 on a stream well timbered with cotton­ 
wood. The feet of the animals were so 
much cut up with rocks, so many cf them 
j wi re lame, that it was evidently impossible 
that they could cross the great‘basin to the 
Rocky mountains. Every piece of iron 
that could be used for the purpose had been 
j converted into nails,and we could make no 
furthei use of the shoes we had remaining. 
Fremont, therefore, determined to aban­ 
don the eastern course, and to 


CROSS THE SIERRA NEVADA 
Into the valley of the Sacramento, wherever 
a practicable pass could be found. His de­ 
cision was heard with joy by the people, 
i and diffused new life throughout the camp. 
The stream upon which we were camped 
was named the Carson, up which upon the 
, 22d we traveled for about fourteen miles to 
§nrchased ot the Hudson Bay Coin pan v at

It was a serious enterprise, at

German, Canadian, Indian and African— 
and most of them young, several being 
boys under 21 years of age. All knew that ' 
a strange country was to be explored, dan- i 
gers and hardships encountered; but no j 
one blanched at the prospect.

was tolerably level, abounded in meadow 
land, was tolerably free front snow and ice, 
and in many places grass was abundant. 
Here we commenced the ascent of the Sier­ 
ras. On the. 29th of January, the snow 
having become very deep and troublesome, 
we were forced to abandon the how-

of their war in Algiers ; and the distance it 
had come with us proved how well it was 
adapted to its purpose. We left it, to the 
great sorrow of the entire party, who were 
grieved to part with a companion which 
had made the whole distance from St. 
Ixiuis, and commanded respect for us on 
several critical occasions. Provisions had 
become very low ; there was neither tallow 
nor grease of any kind remaining, and the

Bright and earlv on the morning of No­ 
vember 2.>:h the camp was astir, and pret>- 
arations completed for the 
homeward 
march. The stars were brilliant, the m orn­ 
ing cold, the thermometer at daylight 26°. 
The supply of provisions was intended lor 
three months, consisting principally of 
pour, peas and tallow, the latter being used 
in cooking, and a few beef cattle. They had 
104 lie.id of mules and horses, for the sus­ 
tenance of which they relied upon the 
grass they should find, and soft ttorous 
brush. The route was a new one. Fre­ 
m ont designed taking a great circuit to the 
south and southwest, and the exploration 
of the great basin between the Roekv and 
Sierra Nevada mountains. 
The country iiassed through immediately 
alter leaving The Dalles was mountainous 
and covered with luxuriant pine fores:-, 
but our progress was often impeded by 
snow, which in some places covered the 
ground in considerable quantities. Parties 
of Nez Perce and Snake Indians were fre­ 
quently met. but ail were friendly. 
* On December 
10th 
the country we 
were passing through began to im proA ’e, 
and wc reached a spring of cold water on 
the edge of a savannah, o r grassy meadow, 
which our guides informed us was Klam­ 
ath Lake, on the dividing line between 
California and Oregon. A few miles further 
south we entered an extensive meadow, or 


found in the Bear River valley, and which 
had been a compaction de royarte ever since, 
had now become fat, atid * the mess to 
which it belonged requested permission to 
kill it. 
Leave was granted

upon the snow, the meat looked very in­ 
viting ; and it made a strengthening meal 
for the greater portion of the camp. 
On the 3d of February it had ceased 
snowing; the weather was dear and frosty, 
and six or seven thousand feet above us

Now and then appeared among the rolling 
eluuiis. Our Indian guide shook his head 
as he pointed to the icy pinnacles shooting 
high up into the sky. The members of the 
brave little party were unusually silent, for 
every one realized that our enterprise was 
hazardous and the issue doubtful. The 
suow deepened ramdly, and it became 
necessary to break a’ road. Two In ­ 
dians joined 
our 
party on 
the 4th 
of February. One-of them, an old man. 
immediately began to harangue us, saving 
that ourselves and animals would perish in 
the snow : and that if we would go back lie 
would show us another and a safer way 
across the mountains.. He spoke in a very 
loud voice, and there was a singular repeti­ 
tion of phrases and arrangement of words, 
which rendered his speech striking, and 
not unmusical. 
We understood some 
words, and, with the aid of sigus, compre­

SEARCHING FOB SUTTER S FORT. 
From the uplands we descended into 
broad groves on the river, consisting of 
evergreens anc large white oaks, some of 
the iattc-r six feet in diameter. Following 
(lie cattle tracks in search of people, we 
discovered a small villageof Indians. Some 
of these had on shirts of civilized m anu­ 
facture, but were otherwise naked, and we 
could understand nothing from them : they 
appearing utterly astonished at our sudden 
appearance. 
W e made an acorn meal at noon and 
hurried on, the valley being gay with flow­ 
ers, some of the bunks being absolutely 
golden with tlie California poppy. Here 
we found the grass smooth and green, and 
the groves very open. The large, stately 
oaks threw a broad shade on the sunny 
spots. Shortly afterwards we gave a shout 
at tlie appearance, on a little bluff, of a 
neatlv-built adobe house, with glass win­ 
dows. We rode up, but, to our disappoint­ 
ment, found only Indians. There was no 
evidence of cultivation, we could see no 
cattle, and wc supposed tlie place hail bceu 
abandoned. 
W e now pressed on more 
eagerly than ever. The river swept round 
in a large bend to the righ t; the hills low­ 
ered down entirely ; and, gradually enter­ 
ing a broad valley, we came unexpectedly 
into a large Indian village, where the peo­ 
ple looked clean, and wore cotton shirts 
and various other articles of dress. They 
immediately crowded around us, and we 
had the inexpressible delight to find one 
who spoke a little indiflei^nt Spanish, hut 
who at first confounded us by saying there 
were no whites in the country. Just then, 
however, a well-dressed Indian came up 
and made his salutations in very well 
spoken Spanish. 
In answer to our in­ 
queries, he informed us that we were upon 
the Rio de Los Americanos, and that it 
joined the Sacramento river about ten 
titiles below. Never did a name sound 
more sweetly! We felt ourselves among 
our countrymen, for the name of American 
in those distant parts was only applied 
to the citizens of the United States. To our 
eager inquiries he answered, “ I am a 
vaquero (cowherd) in the service of Captain 
Sutter, and the people of this ranchería 
work for him .” Our evident satisfaction 
made him communicative, and he went on 
to say that Captain Sutter was a very rich 
man, and always glad to see his country 
people. 
We asked for Captain Sutter's 
house. He answered that it was just over 
the hills before us, and offered, if we would 
wait a moment, to take his horse and con­ 
duct us to it. 
We readily availed ourselves 
of his very civil oiler. In a short distance 
we came 
IN SIGHT OF THE FORT. 
Captain Sutter seeing us approach, met 
us a short distance from the fort. lie gave 
us a most frank and cordial reception—con­ 
ducted us immediately to liis residence, 
and, under his hospitable roof, we had a 
night of rest, enjoyment which none save 
ourselves could appreciate. This was on 
March 6, 1844. '1 lie next morning, sup­ 
plied with fresh horses and provisions, 
Fremont hurried off to meet the party 
left in the mountains. 
On the second 
day, or 
March 
8tb. he met 
them a 
few miles this side of where the North and 
South Forks of the American come to­ 
gether, and a more forlorn and pitiable 
sight than they presented cannot well be 
imagined. They were ail on foot—each 
man, weak and emaciated, leading a horse 
or tuule as weak and emaciated as himself. 
They had experienced great difficulty in 
descending the mountains, make slippery 
by rains and melting snows, and many 
horses fell over precipices and were killed, 
and with some were lost the packs they 
were carried. Among those was a mule 
with the plants that had been collected 
after leaving Fort Hail, along a line of 2,000 
miles travel. Out of sixty-seven horses 
and mules with which we commenced 
crossing the Sierras, 
only thirty-three 
reached the valley of the Sacramento, and 
they only in a condition to be led along. 
Having traveled more slowly,this party had 
been able to make some little exertion at 
hunting and had killed a few deer. This 
scanty supply wax a great relief to thera ; 
for several had been made sick by the 


North and South Dark, back 
if the pres­ 
ent city of Denver, thence fo owed down 
to Bent’s Fort, on the Arkansa . 
We then 
went down to the head of the Smoky Hill 
fork to Westport, and taking oats on the 
Missouri, proceeded to St. Lou , where we 
arrived after an abseneeof four e.n months, 
on the titii day of August, 1SF

In 
1846 he left St. Louis again, ar. 
made the 
overland journey again to On-u n. via Fort 
Hail. At Fort ilridger he fir st heard of the. 
war between the United States and Mex­ 
ico. 
He remained one winter in Oregon, 
and then returned to St. Louis. 
In 184S 
he took charge of n merchants' train as 
wagon-master, froiu Independence, Mo., to 
Chihuahua, in Old Mexic o 
He returned 
from Chihuahua to Santa Fe, New Mexico, 
in December. IMS, and then took charge of 
another train front that point to Chihuahua. 
W hile at El I’aso, on the Mexican border, 
in January, 1819. he first heard ofthegreat 
gold discovery in California, and after re­ 
turning from Chihuahua to Santa Fe with 
liis teams he joined a company for Cali­ 
fornia. 
He passed through Arizona to 
Stockton, Cal., and from there went into 
the southern gold mines, where he re­ 
mained some years. 
He returned to St. 
Louis in 1853, and in 1854 came back w ith, 
a <tock of cattle. 
He did not go Hast 
again until 1S78. He returned the same 
year to Sacramento City, which he lias 
since made liis perm anent 
home.

W right thought he had lived a life of single­ 
blessedness long enough, and at the mature 
age of seventv-tbree was married in Salt 
Francisco, October 9, 1884, to Mrs. John M. 
Driver.

This guide with the

appearance, with wild, fiery eyes, tangled 
hair hanging over his swarthy face, slashed 
buckskin breeches and greasy jerkin tli.it 
has breasted m any a storm, he may safely 
be trusted. 
Somebody was so impolite as 
to express doubts concerning tlie propriety 
of engaging such

creature, whom none of us knew, and who 
might lie in cahoots with the knights of 
the road, when, with a surprised glance 
that his honor should be questioned, he 
drew him self up proudly

Remarking that he was “ Jesus Maria 
Guadalupe ITtzos, per muchos anos carpidor 
de Toluca—todo el inundo me conoce"—(“ for 
many years a eargidor in Toluca—all the 
world knows me.” ] It frequently happens 
that such as lie beeom e the gnnn+irvr.x of 
the fortunes of ilie wealthiest men for 
m onths, on toilsome journeys among the 
defiles and mountains of sections remote 
from railroads or civilization, having at 
command a num ber of men as ill-favored 
but as trusty us himself. Though a mul­ 
titude of dangers and difficulties are to be 
contended with, lie overcomes ¡hem all, is 
seldom robbed (and him self never robs), 
and invariably on the appointed day de­ 
livers the wares or money tiett has been 
intrusted to him safely into the hands of 
its owner. 
The long ride from Toluca to El Desierto 
is remarkable for beautiful scenery, espe­ 
cially as we near Santa Fe. 
Setting out 
long before sunrise, the morning light was 
glorious Hpun tlie Volcan de Toluca, the 
dark m ountain San Miguel do Tutncuitlal- 
pico, the black crags behind which lay nur 
destination, and the odorous pine forests 
around us. 
Two miles from El Desierto, 
near tlie miserable village of Oaujimalpa, 
we halted for breakfast beside a m urm ur­ 
ing stream, and while the ladies made cof­ 
fee a la gypsy and spread the contents of 
our hamper under a tree. Don Jesus was 
sent ahead to procure fresh fruits or what­ 
ever was edible in the village.

countenance 
shining with sense of duty done, and de­ 
livered a basket of—not luscious oranges, 
bananas or pomegranates, but queer little 
cakes that looked like flat stones, and corn 
iiusks still wet and steaming from the boil­ 
ing.

by the Mexican Indians; and the cakes 
were compounded from the eggs of the 
mosquito, axayactl, mixed with the insects 
themselves crushed into paste. 
It is need­ 
less to say that these tid bits, in which Don 
Jesus had invested all our reals, were left 
intact for the “ second table.” 
El Desierto lies in the midst of • most en­ 
chanting forest—pine, hemlock, oak and 
cedar clothing the hillsides and darkening 
the dells lor miles around. They are the 
grandest trees to be found within the valley 
of Mexico—always excepting the magnifi­ 
cent cypressesof Chapultepec. In tact they 
are about the only trees, save ttiose planted 
in gardens, within the circle of hills that 
environ A nahuac; for, after the m anner of 
most newcomers, the conquering Spaniards 
hewed down tlie primeval forests of tlie 
beautiful valley, leaving plain and mount­ 
ain bare to 
:e tropic sun. 
Here the air is 
always coo' and sweet, and gentle winds 
sigh throuui. the pines as if telling tales of 
the departed. 
It is reported that ghosts 
walk lien—-Donna Marina. Guatiraozin, 
Montezuma, the good friar Las Casas, and 
even Cortez, the invader—apparitions all 
seen and sworn to by credulous neighbors. 
Indeed it i t-believed by the Indians* here­ 
abouts th. 
whoever shall attem pt to pull a 
shrub or t ee-front these sacred precincts 
will at on -c find himself 


E N V .OPED BY A BLINDING MIST, 
In the nii 1st of which will arise Guatimo- 
zin or Donna Marina, to protest against the 
sacrilege. Oi course we tried it, and as no 
ghost appeared, concluded that the spooks 
must reserve themselves exclusively for 
native eyes, or that Guatiraozin. the m ur­ 
dered king,and Donna Marina,the betrayer 
of her race and the friend of the murderer, 
can never have made up old scores, even 
in the other world, sufficiently to incet as 
amicable spooks upon the same field.

E d s. R e co u d -U k io k : As a traveler in 
northern California and an observer of cur­ 
rent events, I have become very much 
interested iu the Chinese question. It is 
truly a problem to get a people out of a 
country they have a legal right to stay in 
as long as they are peaceable citizens. I be­ 
lieve boycotting is a good pian, but, in my 
opinion, it will fail short of the desired re­ 
sult. l’eople will always be found who 
will take ships with the under dog in a 
fight. And, then, there is a phase of this 
question that has not been spoken of yet 
by any of your correspondents. If the 
Chinese are objectionable as peaceable, 
hard-working inhabitants, what will you 
do if you make tramps and vagabonds of 
them ? They, have no fear of the law, and 
in their own country they stand them up 
in a row and cut off their cues, witli their 
head’ fastened to it, for trifling offenses. 
W ill it be a good plan to take away all 
means of earning a living from the Chi­ 
nese and turn them loose to get their sub­ 
sistence in some other way? In driving 
from Oakland to Siskiyou, and over the 
Sierra Nevadas into l’lnmas and Lassen 
counties, during the past year, I believe 1 
have passed at least 500 men on the 
road—tramps, most of them. Many of the 
ranchers tell me that they always keep 
bread and meat ready to feed any who ask 
ior i t : that they consider it much cheaper 
to feed them than it is to put up new 
buildings. This is a had state of affairs, 
and ought not to be, but it i-ttn he made 
worse if you run out the Chinese who are 
now employed in the towns and force 
them to become tramps. You will lower 
the value of every acre of ground in Cali­ 
fornia. and the rancher’s life will become 
a burden to him, and the final result 
will he that, after having made us sutler in 
various ways. John will still he here, and a 
much greater nuisance than he is now. 
Boycotting is a good plan if it can be 
adopted ail over the State at the same time. 
Spasmodically, in spots, it is a damage, and 
will retard rather than accelerate the de­ 
parture of the Chinese from this coast. 
Did any one ever think that, as most of 
the Chinese here are slaves, a good way to 
reach them would he through their mas­ 
ters. 1 don’t mean by violence, but in 
other ways. I 11 my opinion the Chinese 
question to us is wholly one of dollars and 
cents, and it won’t bankrupt us either. I 
have been thinking of several ways that 
would not cost us more than a dollar 
apiece to get every Chinaman out ol the 
I'nited States. 
Secretary Seward bought 
Alaska for I'ncle Sam for eight millions. 
We can easily get along without it. Sup­ 
pose California appoints Commissioners to 
buy it from Uncle Sam, and then empowers 
these Commissioners to make terms with 
the Emperor of China. Sell him Alaska 
(for more than we give for it, of course), 
and have it in the bargain that tie is to call 
every Chinaman in the United States hack 
to China. The Chinese will colonize Alas­ 
ka, and develop it cheaper than we can, 
and it would add to the wealth of the world 
without being anv damage to us.

The hard times have no doubt tended to­ 
wards the spread of the lottery mania, but 
the lottery mania has had the effect of 
making the hard times harder, by depleting 
our circulation of so much money. The po­ 
lice department has set its face very strongly 
against gambling. 
It will not permit a 
faro-game to be conducted, and wot! be 
to the venturesome sport who should at­ 
tempt to trot out the tiger.

Of course, nobody 
but a Chinaman is .1 ing to buy opium at 
auction, arid representatives of the Chinese 
Six Companies are the only bidders. They

It will be noticed in a tele­ 
gram from I’ori Townsend ¡11 the R ecord- 
1 m o n of Thursday that the large amount 
of 3,100 pounds ol opium was seized from 
the steamer Idaho by the revenue cutter 
Walcott, the value of the same being 
§40,000. Now, it is certainly not reasonable 
that as sm art people as the Chinese are go­ 
ing to risk §40,000 to liability of comp'ete 
confiscation. 
The opium will be con­ 
demned, ordered sold, and bought in by 
the owners, who will thus evade the greater 
part of the duty. Senator Miller’s idea in 
securing the high tariff on opium was to 
restrict its importation, but the Chinese 
cunning lias proven more than a match for 
a law 
of 
Congress. 
My idea, both 
for the

spread of the opium habit, would be to pas3 
a law that all smuggled opium should be 
publicly destroyed. This would bring the 
price of opium to such a figure that the 
majority of both whites and Chinese could 
not afford its purchase, and no Chinaman 
would stay in a country where lie was de­ 
prived of his opium.

civilized, according to our standard, and we 
have a right to teel antipathy to them. 
Opinions are infliu need a good deal by sel­ 
fish interests. Those who can utilize Chi­ 
nese labor or custom to their own benefit 
can see no better reasons for keeping the 
Chinese out of the country than exist for 
keeping other foreigners out; while those 
who find them formidable competitors in 
labor, trade or manufactures are quite posi­ 
tive that they ought to be kept out. Others, 
probably more numerous than both these 
classes, who do nut feel their influence 
either way, do not care particularly, only 
their race antipathy and prejudice make 
them prefer that the country should be 
settled up by people whose habits and cus­ 
toms are not so dissimilar to ours as to pre­ 
vent them from being absorbed into our 
great and glorious nation as citizens. 
1 
Íiresume there are many who have never 
elt any fear that our country would be 
eitlnr settled up *r overrun by the Chinese. 
In thirty years of unrestricted immigration, 
with the greatest inducements ever offered 
by any country, only about 75,000 or 80,000 
(if I remember aright), by the census, ac­ 
cumulated 0:1 the Pacific coast.while many 
millions of other foreigners were admitted 
on our Atlantic coast within the same 
length of time. 
Besides the great disparity 
in numbers, the Chinese, witli few excep­ 
tions, did not bring families, nor make any 
arations to settle flown and make a 
ong residence among us. for which we 
should be thankful, although some urge 
this as a reason why they should not be 
allowed to come at all, and complain that 
they send their eai nings out of the country. 
Other people send their earnings out of the 
country, and their right to do so is not 
questioned. That the Chinese leave more 
latior in the country, for the money they

the O’Donnell's and the bosses— who would 1 send out, than most others, cannot consist- 
like to control it, I do not believe it will 
accept as candidates virtuous citizens whose 
virtue is loudly self-proclaimed. 
If a mau 
is a real good citizen, and his whole soul 
goes forth in pity tor the woes of the down­ 
trodden people, it seems to me that it is not 
at all necessary for him to stand on the 
street comers and shout from the house­ 
tops demanding a reward for his wordy 
philanthropy. I f he is worthy the people 


cntly be denied, in face of the great outcry 
tbat they da too mucu wont tor too Irttlc 
•money. But without discussing the ques­ 
tion of whether wisely or unwisely adm it­ 
ted, the fact remains that we have among 
us some 00.000 (more or less.i Chinese, who 
seem to be an element of discord. That 
they have the same right to earn honest 
wages by honest labor as any other inhabi­ 
tant, foreign or native bom, very few 


Americans 
will 
deny. 
To 
deny 
them this right would 
I>o brutal and 
inhum an ; and the American people are 
not only human, they are humane. They 
will not stand peaceably by, and see the 
Chinamen murdered : and if they are not 
to he murdered, 1 fail to see what benefit is 
to he derived, by either employed or unem ­ 
ployed citizens of California, by turning 
them out of their present employment. 
That they will he competitors tor labor, so 
long as they are among us. is unavoidable, 
unless we are foolish and wicked enough to 
m ake them tramps and paupers by deny­ 
ing them the right to earn an holiest liv­ 
ing. 
It is admitted that they are industri­ 
ous and economical—traits which would be 
praiseworthy virtues in any of our citizens, 
but which are alleged against them as al­ 
most unpardonable. 
It is aiso well known 
that they are not governed in their demand 
for wages, as Americans arc, by what they 
think they ought to earn, but by what they 
can get. Are white laborers liable to get 
more work when Chinamen are offering to 
work for fifty cents per tluv, than when 
they are working for §1 per day ? Notwith­ 
standing the apparently popular clamor 
that the Chinese m ust be driven out be­ 
cause white men and women are suffering 
for the want of work, 1 will venture the 
opinion that as a general thing neither the 
white men nor white women of California 
want the situations now occupied by the 
Chinese. W hat possible benefit can unem ­ 
ployed men or women of California derive 
from having a few hundred, or a few thou­ 
sand, Eastern people brought here, to take 
the places of as many Chinamen—cigar- 
makers. or shoemakers.Tir oí any other oc­ 
cupation—who arc turned adrift to com­ 
pete ior the little labor, the scantiness of 
which is the great cause of com plaint? 
There may be a few Chinese employed at 
one dollar per day in work which some 
white men would like at two dollars per 
day, but the larger portion of the Chinese 
are doing work which white men and 
women of California are unfit for, and do 
not desire. 
Perhaps the employer can 
afford to pay one dollar per day to have the 
work performed and cannot afford to pay 
two ilollars per day. 
Although many 
tilings influence the price of labor, ability 
to pay is an arbitrary limit. Much work 
can be done at one dollar per day which 
cannot be done t two dollars per day, for 
arbitrary reasons. 
But suppose the* em­ 
ployer can pay two dollars, is it not asking 
a good deal to ask more than another wiil 
do the work for? and is it not asking a 
good deal to require a competent servant 
to he discharged and an inc nipetent one 
taken in his place? 
If white men and 
women want the work, and aie competent, 
they have in their favor difference of lan­ 
guage, prejudice and race antipathy. Do 
they also want compulsion? Americans 
are very jealous of any infringement of 
their personal rights, and I opine will not 
long subm it to such dictation as who they 
shall or shall not employ. They may 
humor it for a little time, thinking’it wiil 
soon blow over: or from fear of having 
their buildings burned, or of being bov.a.G 
ted, or of the displeasure of tlicir neigh­ 
bors—for no good citizen wants the dis­ 
pleasure of his neighbors, even if unjust— 
but if persisted in, and there are organiza­ 
tions to enforce such tyranny, there will be 
organizations to resist it, and from my 
knowledge of the American people 
I 
will venture the opinion that, to sav 
nothing of 
the Eastern States, 
those 
people in 
California who would 
at­ 
tempt to enforce such dictation would be 
but a very small minority of the popula­ 
tion. Such a state of society is not desir­ 
able, and I hope never to see much of such 
Old-World clannishness here. 
We have 
faults enough in our own society with­ 
out importing more. My sympathies are 
with the laboring classes, and particularly 
with those out of employment. 1 can com­ 
prehend how desperate a man with a 
family may become, when, after hunting 
for weeks and months, lie finds no work. 
I can see how readily he grasps at any­ 
thing which prom ises'relief; and how he 
may even consent to do, what he knows in 
his own heart is wrong, to others, with the 
hope that it will benefit his loved ones. 
But I firmly believe tbat no good can be 
accomplished by ignoring the personal 
rights of the humblest, or denying any 
human being the right to earn an honest 
living by honest labor wherever he or she 
can find it. When I look back and see the 
results of the attempts of the working 
men of California to better their condi­ 
tion, it appears to me that they neither 
comprehend the causes ot their situation 
nor adopt remedies which can do them any 
permanent good. 
The (comparatively) 
few Chinese we have among us are not (in 
comparison) as a spoonful of water to a 
bucket full. 
In the port of New York 
alone 
from 
two 
to 
three 
hundred 
thousand 
laborers 
have been landed 
every 
year, 
for 
an 
unstated 
time 
past, most of whom 
have 
very little 
money, and sock employment from* others 
who have not sufficient for, say, a tenth 
part of the applicants. 
T here’m ust in­ 
evitably be suffering where there are ten 
laborers who want the work which is only 
sufficient for one. 
If they would settle down 011 land as farm­ 
ers they would lie a blessing to the coun­ 
try instead of a curse. Probably most of 
them could nut get land for want of means 
if they would, and too many would not if 
they could. Those who are willing should 
be heliicil. Our colonization societies are 
doing good in a small way, but Govern­ 
ment aid is needed, in my opinion. Labor­ 
ing men want high wages, and assert that 
they cannot live in California without. To 
me it is perfectly plain that it is only those 
who are engaged in enterprises which re­ 
turn large profits, who either will or can 
pay big wages; and yet the moment the 
projectors of such enterprises are believed 
to be getting rich, a cry of “ grasping mo­ 
nopoly" is raised. “ They must becrushed 
or the country is ruiiied.” 
Working­ 
men of California, what benefit have 
you 
derived 
from 
a 
policy 
which 
forced 
a 
railroad 
company—one 
of 
the few, which have paid higher wages for 
labor than we have any record of ever hav­ 
ing been p ail for the same kind of work, 
0:1 any such scale of magnitude, in any a-_e 
of the world; first, to reduce the compen­ 
sation of employes, and then to discharge 
from six to ten thousand to compete for the 
already too scant employment? It takes 
large sums of money to carry on such en­ 
terprises. which can only be obtained by 
borrowing; and it makes a material differ­ 
ence whether bonds offered as security are 
worth seventy cents on the dollar or only 
thirty cents. 
Don't let an envious tear that 
somebody will accumulate more property 
than he ought to own, blind you to vour 
own interests. Suppose one man has ac­ 
quired two hundred millions, if it consists 
in railroads: .thousand of individuáis have 
been employed in their construction, and 
thousands are required to operate them ; 
and when lie dies he cannot take them 
with him ; they still remain, to give em ­ 
ployment toth- usandsm ore; and whether 
the ownership nr control ot such roads is 
vested in a thousand men, ten men, or one 
man, does not trouble m e; and whether it 
makes any material difference to the em­ 
ployes, 1 ieave to the common sense of 
every interested individual. To go hack to 
the Chinese subject. That rbe Chinese 
have been vilified, misrepresented and 
mistreated by many, in a m anner which 
should shame a people who call them ­ 
selves civilized, are 
well known facts. 
That they have faults and vices, and that 
some among them commit crimes—the 
same as among otherpeople—is true. Their 
faults and vices 
should, in justice, be 
treated the same as such faults and vices in 
others; and their crimes should be (and I 
believe are) punished in the same manner 
as though committed by others. But when 
their faults and vices and crimes are alleged 
as sufficient reason for declaring the whole 
race a nuisance, it seems to me a horrible 
outrage; and I wonder how anybody’s 
ideas ot justice can have become 90 dis­ 
torted. 
As individuals we all commit 
errors ; as communities in citie3 and town­ 
ships we commit errors ; as communities 
in counties we commit errors; as commu­ 
nities in States we commit errors ; as one 
great 
national 
community we commit 
errors; hut if we respect the inalienable 
rights of all men anil follow the golden 
rule, and try to live neighborly, in the 
sense us portrayed in the story of the good 
Samaritan, we shall survive all of our 
errors. But if we violate the rights of an v. 
nr countenance oppression of the weak, 
from race antipathy or any other cause, we 
commit a crime against justice which will 
surely be followed by retribution.

HYDRAULIC MINERS’ SIDE. 


T h e ir R e c e n t A d d r e ss to tlie S e c re ta r y o f 
W a r V ersu s th e V a lle y . 
The address of the Hydraulic Miners’ 
Association recently forwarded to the Sec­ 
retan’ of W ar having been heretofore only 
published in part, ior purpose of comment 
by us, is now given in full tor the benefit 
of our readers, as follows :

S ir : Your memorialists, the Miners’ Asso­ 
ciation ot California, representing nearlv 
100 hydraulic mining claims, held by pa­ 
tent from the Government of the United 
¡states, and upon which they have ex­ 
pended in improvements incident to the 
prosecution ol this class of mining the sum 
of (approximately, as found by United 
States Circuit Judge Sawyer) $100,000,000, 
respectfully desire to enter their pi - ■ 
against certain statem ents contained in a 
memorial addressed to you and indorsed 
by the Board of Trustees of Sacramento 
city 011 October 25th, and subsequently bv 
a num ber of individuals composing" the 
Board ot Supervisors of San Francisco, but 
not officially, un November 17th. 
A our memorialists, as citizens of the 
States, and as representatives of the 
mining industry, are now, ever have been, 
and are still desirous that the General Gov­ 
ernm ent should take measures to protect 
the navigability of our streams by the ju ­ 
dicious expenditure of such sums as have 
heretofore been appropriated for that pur­ 
pose, but have been withheld by your pre­ 
decessor 1111 ialserepresentations, and which 
are now reproduce! in the document here­ 
inabove referred to, it being a duplicate of 
the preamble and resoluii ins emanating 
Irom 
the “ Anti-Debris Association ot 
Marysville. 
Neither ot these documents 
contains any suggestions whatever with 
reference to a proper expenditure of the 
appropriation of $250,000 already made and 
withheld during the term of office of Hun, 
Robert Lincoln. The whole tenor of tlie 
document is an appeal for the interference 
of Federal departments in matters now iii 
abejance in the Federal and State Courts, 
based 011 Statements, some of which are 
totally erroneous, and others matters of 
controversy. 
W hile your memorialists adm it that the 
navigable condition of the Sacramento river 
during the low-water season is in a de­ 
plorable condition, we deny that hydraulic 
mining is, as allegc-d. the prime factor, and 
su.unit that the condition of tlie river is in 
large degree due to natural causes, ami to 
the incidents following tlie settlement and 
cultivation of t jc country 011 its water­ 
shed. combined with the loosening of vast 
amounts of earth in the search for gold at 
an early period of our history. This ma­ 
terial, which was enormously in excess of 
all deposits since, was deposited in the 
mountain streams long before hydraulic 
mining was known, and has gradually 
worked its way iown to the main rivers 
mingling on rouly with tlie detritus from 
all classes of mining hydraulic, drift and 
quartz crush mgs—as well a> from agricult­ 
ural and other causes. Tlie two latter 
classes of mining have in the aggregate 
and are now supplying as much, if*not 
more, than the hydraulic mines, and anv 
action by the Federal departments tendin'' 
to hamper or obstruct the business of hv- 
il ran he mining will of necessity apply to 
all classes ot mmir.g. 
’ 
In this connection we respectfully sub­ 
mit that had the congressional appro­ 
priation oft) §25,000 been expended on the 
rivers by your predi c -ssor, u ider the super­ 
vision ot the proper Government engineers 
there would not have been cause of com­ 
plaint, and we reassert that the obstruction 
to tlie expenditure was by tlie direct act of 
the authors of the memorial hereinbefore 
referred to -th e . Anti-Debris Association 
oí Marysville, 
\\ hile we recognize that it 
is tlie province of your department to take 
cognizance of the condition of the bavs 
and harbors the navy yards, arsenals forts 
and other Government property, as well 
as navigable rivers, we respectfully sug­ 
gest that authentic and reliable data on 
these subjects can be obtained only from 
the recorts of the W ar Department and 
through its resident officers and engineers 
The Boards of Supervisors of the different 
counties can have 110 personal or official 
knowledge of the subject m atter of the 
memorial. 
Your memorialists further 
represent that the statements of the memo­ 
rial in respect to the quantity of land 
covered by mining debris, its. value, and 
t jc amount of gravel put in the streams 
are widely at variance with the facts and 
are not sustained by any official report 
emanating from a Government or State 
engineer, or by any judicial finding, either 
Federal or State. 
To controvert those 
statements in detail would 
be a loss 
of 
time. T h ey 
rest 
merely 
on 
the 
ipse ilbit 
of 
unscientific* and 
irresponsible bodies, so far as the issues in­ 
volved are concerned. 
We repudiate w ith 
indignation the charge that 
a considera­ 
ble number of tlie hydraulic m ining cor­ 
porations, and also individual owners of 
mines, continue to run great quantities of 
debris into the rivers, in defiance of law ” 
And wo assert that no mines are beiii" run 
without the knowledge and sanction of th - 
Federal and State Courts which have as­ 
sumed jurisdiction, ami in their wisdom 
have judicially decreed that such mines 
may he worked lawfully when tlie property 
of others is not injured. Your memoriaf- 
ist3 further represent that tlie average pro­ 
ducing capacity ot the gold mines of Cali­ 
fornia is at least $20.000.000 per annum but 
that by reason of litigation arising between 
farmers und miners and the insecurity to 
m ining property resulting therefrom .'the 
gold product has been reduced to S15 000 - 
000. and is in danger of falling to §10,000 - 
000 or iess per annum in the near futura 
Tnis has been attended with much business 
depression and suffering, pending the leca I 
adjustment of the rights of the parties liti- 
gam ; hut the whole matter lias now-re­ 
solved itself into a few problems o f law and 
engineering, which can be settled without 
the intervention of your department, other 
than in the performance of its functions 
as a proteutor of Government property. 
We further represent that the gold-bear­ 
ing period of ii.'.- iu our State, based on an 
average production of twenty million per 
annum , cannot he predicated with anv de­ 
gree of certainty, hut from data compiled 
from official and scientific sources we h el 
confident in placing the minim um term at 
100 years, and even then our mines will 
not he exhausted. 
We assert without fear 
01 contradiction by good engineering au­ 
thority, that a very large percentage of the 
auriferous gravel to be washed may be re­ 
tained in the m ountain streams bv proper 
dams, so it will never reach the navigable 
rivers in a quantity to tax their carrying 
capacity in the least, when such rivers are 
improved. Many such dams have already 
been constructed and maintained, some of 
them with the knowledge and sanction of 
the United States Circuit C ourt; and both 
the Federal and State Courts have uni­ 
formly decided that on a proper showing of 
tile restraint of any mining debris com­ 
plained of, they would modify or dissolve 
the injunctions heretofore ‘issued. 
The 
burden of the construction of such dams 
would fall o utlie miners, who are willing, 
to tlie extent of their ability to assume it, 
011 the assurance of non-intervention from 
sources other than the Courts. 
Your 
memorialists, however. !>eg to call your at­ 
tention to the fact that it is unjust to the 
present mining interest to impose upon it. 
il 
it 
was 
able 
to 
sustain 
it, 
the 
entire 
expense 
now 
of 
such 
re­ 
straining structures as your engineers 
uiigbt deem necessary, in* improving the 
navigable rivers, which improvements must 
commence in the tributaries, now laden 
and tilled with detritus from all sources 
since gold was first discovered. That the 
miners are not only desirous, but willing 
to aid the Government in such work, is 
evident from the offer that was made to 
your predecessor, to give to the Govern­ 
ment the sum of §125,000 provided the 
Government would devote a like sum out 
of the $250,000 appropriated to the con­ 
struction of a single restraining datn in the 
A aha river, to prevent material now there 
from coming down into the lower river. 
This application of a part of the appropria­ 
tion was defeated by those who are still 
opposed to anv; expenditure (until gold 
gravel mining in California has entirely 
ceased), and who have prepared and for­ 
warded to you the memorial referred to. 
The miners, as a class, are not such out­ 
law.-' as said memorial classes them, and 
Leg to assure you of their sincere regard for 
our Courts and tlie laws, as well as the be­ 
lief that tlie evils complained of from min­ 
ing debris can he easily cured without de­ 
stroying the m ining industry ; but this can 
only be done properly by the General Gov­ 
ernment, in which work tlie miners will 
join heartily. And thev ask that, instead 
of further oppressing them and their In­ 
dustry. as requested by the anti-mining 
memorial hereinbefore 
referred to, tlie 
General Government shall come to their re­ 
lief in such a manner as its engineers mav 
deem most feasible.

“ ONE OF THE BOYCOTTED.” 
“ < hie of the boycotted,” an esteemed 
citizen, addresses the Kf.coKO-Un'Ion this 
morning in a lengthy communication pro­ 
testing against the exclusion of the (’hi­ 
ñese. In other words, he is a sincere pro- 
Chinese advocate, and though unpracticed 
in debate, successfully makes his points 
clear. 
In brief, he claims that as “ all men are 
Ixirn free and equal," and a.-> this is a “ free 
country,” wc are untrue to the fundamental 
principles of the Republic, and the faith 
of the fathers, if we close the door upon 
any man desirous of coming among us “ to 
do honest labor.” This is the pith and 
burden of bis defense. He fortifies it by 
some supplemental points, such as these; 
that no greater or better reason appears to 
many for excluding the Chinese than for 
debarring some other foreigners from entry 
into the country; that thirty years’ ex­ 
perience has not warranted the fear that 
the Chinese will overrun the country; that 
they leave more labor with us for the 
money they send out, than most others: 
that thev are industrious ami economical: 
that they are not governed in their de- 
m tnd for wages “ by what they thit.k they 
ought to earn, hut by what they can get;” 
that neither white men nor women desire 
the places now filled bv Chinese. A very 
damaging confession is then made in the 
statement that it cannot possibly lanctit 
the unemployed “ to have a few thousand 
Kastern ¡leoplc brought here to take the 
places of as mar.y Chinamen." The sub­ 
sequent ("lints regarding the ability of the 
employer to pay wages upon which a white 
artisan cat) live as an American freeman 
should, need not be recapitulated. 
The (insition taken by our correspondent 
is not new. It has again ami again been 
reviewed and demonstrated to l>e unten­ 
able. !t does not, as lie assumes, represent 
an underlying principle of the republic, 
that this country is, of right, the refuge of 
all men ; that they possess, in justice, the 
“ right " to enter the country for the pttr- 


jx isc of doing honest lalxvr for an honest 
wage. If there is any one thing now well 
established, it is that what the ultra lib­ 
erty lovers have held to he a “ right" is 
but a privilege which we may withdraw or 
limit whenever ami in whatever cases 
this |xb>ple judge in- extension to lie preju­ 
dicial to them and their governmental 
system. 
It is simply a waste of time to preach 
the “ brotherhood of m an" doctrine at 
this day as the basis for unrestricted entry 
of Chinese. Wc do limit immigration of 
foreigners by expressly debarring the in­ 
coming of classes which would l>ecome pub­ 
lic charges, that would swell the crimi­ 
nal element, or augment certain vicious­ 
ness. 
In the matter of Chinese immigration, 
it is our system of civilization that is a s­ 
sailed, for that is dependent upon the in­ 
dependence aud character of our laboring 
classes. When they are reduced to the 
servile condition and wage that conqieis 
them to herd as do the Chinese, and to 
forego all the essential comforts and 
necessaries of an American home that con­ 
tribute to the material strength of societv. 
then the fabric of free government will be 
ready for its fall. A laboring class of that 
character of voters is wholly inconsistent 
with the existence of free government. 
The wage-winner in America has the 
right to demand and receive such a reward 
for labor as will enable him, with due 
economy, to so live as to contribute to the 
support of free restitutions, by the found­ 
ing and upbuilding of homes, and the 
maintenance of such a state of inde|>emletwe 
as will justify and fortify his claim to the 
title of freeman. And this is the whole 
question in a nutshell. When our eor- 
res|K>ndent asks what benefit will accrue to 
the unemployed in California by the intro­ 
duction of a few thousand tradespeople and 


workers from the East to displace the 
Chinese, he “ gives away ” all he contends 
for, and exposes the purely mercenary 
basis u[X)n which so much of the pro-Chi­ 
nese argument proceeds. 
It should need no argument to convince 
any one that introduction of Eastern work­ 
ers of our own race will contribute more 
to the building of the State, to material 
prosperity, and therefore to the benefit of 
the employed, than the retention of a non- 
contributive, non-assimilative class. It is 
precisely true, as our correspondent al­ 
leges, that we have not at command in 
California skilled lalxtr sufficient to imme­ 
diately displace the Chinese. 
It is true 
that labor has been so degraded and de­ 
moralized in this State that it is difficult 
to find white men and women willing to 
do “a Chinaman’s work,” and this very 
statement emphasizes the broader truth 
that these conditions are due to the pres­ 
ence of Chinese tailoring classes. That 
there is a class of free, independent, “de­ 
cent-living American workers at the East, 
ready and willing to engage in vocations 
in California now usurped and mono¡>o- 
lized by ( hiñese, is all the proof desired 
of the fact that the presence of a servile 
class here ojierates precisely as slavery did 
upon white labor in the South. In the 
“cruel slavery days” the term of ignominy 
to apply to a free white laborer was that 
he did “nigger's work." 
In California to­ 
day, the conditions not being greatly dis­ 
similar. our laboring classes to a very great 
extent have been led into the false and per­ 
nicious belief that “Chinaman's work” is 
degrading. 
"COMETALLISM 
A sa matter of curiosity, and not express­ 
ing any opinion concerning it, some account 
of the cometallism proposition of Nicholas 
Veeder, of Pittsburg, will be justified. The 
idea lists before this been suggested, hut 
not elaborated as now. Yeeder, who is a 
practical business man, proposes to blend 
the values of gold and silver coinage in 
paper money, and to establish a single 
standard dollar. Thus, to have tire law 
declare that on a certain date—regard be­ 
ing had to non-infringement of contracts— 
the holder of greenbacks aud bank notes 
may receive, on demand, 50 per cent, in 
each of gold and silver. To give cfleet to 
this idea he would have a eometaliic dol­ 
lar. of half value in gold and half value in 
silver. He would have the outer disc of 
the coin composed of silver, and represent­ 
ing one-half the whole value, while the 
core or center should lie of gold and of like 
value, the latter being held to place by the 
inner milling of the silver rim. Thus the 
gold would occupy a slight recess, and Ire 
protected from undue abrasion. It would 
be slightly thicker than the present half 
dollar, and Ire easily distinguishable to the 
sense of feeling hv the recAss occupied by 
the gold. A eometaliic half dollar would 
la? similarly constructed, and about the 
size of the silver quarter dollar, while the 
new quarter would be slightly larger than 
the present dime. Ilis eometaliic dollar 
would he a unit always containing 100 
•ents, and come as near, he claims, as it is 
jxissible for man to establish, an unvarying 
standard of commercial value. The simile 
by which he illustrates this Ls that of the 
compensating pendulum of a clock, in 
which are two metals, one expanding up­ 
wardly and the other in the opposite di­ 
rection, and by which the length of the 
liendulum remains unchanged through va­ 
rying temperatures. The claims Mr. Yee- 
ler makes for his coin are that it need not 
be pnxluced in great quantity; that “ it 
will represent the unit of value, and em­ 
body and illustrate the principles intended 
to underlie the entire currency.” He adds; 
It will not be necessary to redeem paper 
money solely in actual coin, nor will it even be 
necessary that the coin demanded for purposes 
of redemption shall be ail or in part (omctallie, 
tlie essential principle being that ail paper 
money shall he redeemable one-half in standard 
gold aud one-half in standard silver, which 
principle will be satisfied by redemption—one- 
half in separate gold coin and one-half in sepa­ 
rate silver coin. 
The two metals may be pro­ 
vided iu separate liars—an old device—as well 
as in separate coins, such bars and coins being 
Of alt useful sizes and denominations, while the 
eometaliic dollar may be furnished for pocket 
use and for general transactions and require­ 
ments, including redemption to such extent as 
the public convenience mny demand. Tims the 
proposed sys’em will harmonize perfectly, as to 
bare, with the ideas of I. VV. Sylvester, Govern­ 
ment Assaycr in the city of New York, who is, I 
think, perhaps at this time, the most prominent 
advocate of their use. The holder of a bitneal- 
tic or comttnllie greenback or hank note could 
rest secure in the consideration that, if silver 
should become cheaper, the gold which it 
would call I'or would Ire relatively enhanced in 
value iu the same proportion; while if the gold 
doliar should again become of less value than 
the silver dollar, as has been tire case in certaiu 
periods in the past, he would !>ecompensated in 
tlic enhanced value of the silver. 
The same principle, he claims, would ap­ 
ply to the issue of coin certificates, which 
should be made payable in eometaliic coin, 
or in separate gold and silver coins or bars, 
constituting an equal number of dollars of 
each metal. Cometallism he wonid apply 
to the use of paper money, one .gold coin 
and one silver certificate, each of *50, being 
used jointly for the payment of *100, or a 
new certificate of dual character may Ire 
issued. - W ith this system would come the 
necessity for the maintenance of equal 
amounts of gold and silver in the net re­ 
serves. As a basis for it a law would he 
necessary declaring that, except where 
otherwise expressly stipulated, and except­ 
ing prior contracts, all debts shall be pay­ 
able one-half iu gold and one-half in silver 
coin, lawful money of the I'nited States. 
These are the essential features in brief of 
Mr.Yeeder’s “ idea,” and concerning which 
he argues at length in alxtok which he has 
issued in defense of it.

rier. Under the amended laws a stock­ 
holder may divest himself of his interest 
in the I nion by forfeiture of the paid-up 
stock, hut of course cannot free himself 
from prior legal liabilities. Finally, the 
directory is limited in its debt-creating 
[">wers. These changes in the organic law 
of the Union narrow the liabilities for 
mismanagement; give greater freedom of 
action to the members; prevent very largely 
the misuse of the [lowers of the corporation 
by its managing agents; secure the best 
quick market for California fruits, and the 
piinimum of charge for the carriage of the 
goods eastward. 
It is now altogether 
probable that the Union will be availed of 
by the great liody fruit-growers in the 
middle and north sections, and that there 
will be comparatively little consigning by 
individuals. The Union, by furnishing a 
given numlier of carload- per day, will be 
enabled to avail of the special fast train 
rates offered by the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany, and which are such as to broaden 
very materially the margin of profit to the 
fruit-raiser in California. The timidity 
with which stock-subscribing went forward 
prior to the changes we have enumerated, 
will undoubtedly now vanish, and the full 
acreage be subscribed for by each mem'oer. 
This timidity justified the action of tho 
Union in amending its laws. 
AN UNANSWERABLE REPLY. 


THE FEUIT UNION. 
The California Fruit Union, thanks to 
vigorous protests of horticulturists from 
this and the foothill section, has got out of 
the slough into which it was launched. It 
was started with too heavy machinery, 
and (rowers practically unlimited, while 
the opportunities o(ien for maladministra­ 
tion were nianv and tempting. The stock­ 
holders. however, have taken hold of the 
Union with 
vigor, and fashioned an 
agency from it that is full of promise for 
fruit-growing interests. As now formu­ 
lated, the methods of the Union are 
chiefly to be applied to the labor of for­ 
warding fruit to Eastern markets at lowest 
carriage charges procurable, and the mak­ 
ing of returns to the consignor-. The 
Union is not to enter the market as a pur­ 
chaser ot fruit at ail; the power to do so 
was found to lx? ttxr dangerous and monop­ 
olizing, aud was wisely rescinded. Stock­ 
holders are to lie permitted to buy fruit of 
each other, which they could not hereto­ 
fore do. Thus they may now purchase fruit 
of fellow-members, in order to make tip a 
desired complement of freight, or as an in­ 
vestment of capital. The wise provision 
has been made that a stockholder shall not 
use the facilities of the Union to a greater 
extent than is represented by the acreage 
upon which he has based his subscription 
of -tock. Thus, one having 100 acres of 
liearing orchard, cannot ship from the full 
acreage upon a subscription for fifty shares, 
each single share representing but one 
acre of bearing trees. It was also provided 
that a stockholder shall have the option 
of naming the destination and consignee of 


The committee, under the call of which 
the San Jose Anti-Chinese State Conven 
tion was ordered, lias addressed the com 
mittc of the organization at Sacramento 
by which the Sacramento State Convention 
to consider the Chinese question is called. 
The San Jose people have the earlier date. 
They ask the Sacramento committee to 
withdraw its call, and as one reason for it 
jioint out that the delegates under their 
call are to he chosen by Anti-Coolie Clubs, 
and will therefore be representative of the 
true ant¡-( 'hiñese sentiment. 
To this the Sacramento committee make 
an unanswerable reply—one that com­ 
pletely justifies its action, and settles the 
whole matter. 
They point out that the 
scheme of a State Convention was iirsi 
broached here; that such a convention, to 
have due efieet at the East, should he held 
at the State capital, and in the Capitol 
building, since such procedure will ad­ 
dress it to the people of the East as of 
more moment than if the body is else­ 
where convened. That the delegates to 
the Sacramento Convention are not to be 
chosen by Anti-Coolie Clubs—and in 
many a county there is no such organiz­ 
ation—but by the Supervisors of the sev­ 
eral counties. Thus they will, in the 
broadest sense, ire representative of all the 
people. 
There is no sufficient answer to he made 
to this. It is conclusive. A convention 
of delegates chosen by Anti-Coolie Clubs 
is prejudged, of course. Nothing could be 
clearer than that the utterances of such ’a 
body would lie received at the East with 
distrust. But a convention of the people, 
with delegates chosen by the local legis­ 
latures, will lx? representative of the ma­ 
terial interests of the country and of all 
the citizens of the State, not merely of 
such as are enrolled in A nti-Coolie Clubs. 
The San Jose people have made a mistake, 
and should withdraw their call. We can­ 
not aiford to have division in the matter. 
By unity of action, as well as sentiment, 
success is to lx? attained. 
STOMACHIC BRIBES. 
The San Francisco Report very properly 
objects to the order of the Mechanics’ In­ 
stitute Committee in charge of the citrus 
fair to give a supper to editors and report­ 
ers this evening. The practice of giving 
press banquets, except where members of 
the [iress themselves order them for the 
purposes of social reunions, is one worthy 
of disapproval. Few “ members of the 
press” attend them without feeling a sense 
of humiliation. 
They know perfectly 
well that that are there not by virtue of 
respect or esteem shown them, but liecause 
of the position they occupy. They know 
that the supper is in the nature of a bribe, 
phrase it as you may, cover it as you will. 
If the supper is given in order to address 
press representatives in a body upon a 
subject of public concern, then it is the 
least direct and economic mode of pro­ 
cedure. True, a man is more approacha­ 
ble when his stomach is well supplied 
with good food. But if the editor or re­ 
porter is alive to his duty he docs not 
permit physical comfort to dictate to his 
judgment. 
Moreover, the controlling 
mind» of the pre»s seldom attend upon 
such occasions, and the representative can 
hut follow the policy laid down for him 
by them. The holding of the fair, as the 
Report well says, is a matter of business— 
the reporting of it is a matter of news. If 
there are topics relating to it, concerning 
which it is desirable to address the editors 
or reporters, let them be called together 
and the case frankly laid lieforc them, and 
a more patient and impartial jury it will 
lie difficult to impanel. In the latter case, 
too, the hangers-on of the press will lie 
shut out, and the hungry brood of fellows 
who stuff their gullets on every available 
occa-ion, in the name of “ the press,” will 
lose the opportunity to “ ring in"—much 
to the gratification of the hard-working 
and conscientious men who believe jour­ 
nalism to lie a dignified and iniiiortant 
calling. 
A CHIME BY THE PEOPLE. 


a long address deplored the necessity of 
sending them to San Quentin, and pleaded 
for a reform institution for boys turning to 
vicious ways. He sentenced the lads in 
question for long terms, he declared, lx?- 
cause lie feared that short terms would 
simply make them restless and nullify any 
efforts made to impress upon them the 
necessity for reform. 
Still we prefer to lxdieve that the Judge 
foresaw that his action in the eases would 
become the means to a lx?tter end in 
the arousingof public attention to the neces­ 
sity for a home for youth that needs cor­ 
rective discipline. It is an error gross and 
sinful, when society fails to provide agen­ 
cies for the reformation of lads of this 
class. The people cannot excuse them­ 
selves for the neglect. 11 is chargeable to 
every man who easts a vote for a legislator. 
For the fact is that hills to meet this need 
have time and again been presented, and 
just as often neglected, without rebuke 
from the people. 
5Ve have no right to complain of crime 
in the community so long as we systemati­ 
cally, by the method of the laws made by 
the people, educate boys to criminal 
courses. The Governor should snatch the 
boys sent from Santa Clara to the State 
criminal university from the fate before 
them, and commit them to the care of the 
Boys’ and Girls’ Aid Society, the onlv re­ 
formatory institution in the State that 
proceeds upon the right plane of action, 
since to the homes it secures for hoys there 
does not attach the stigma of penal institu­ 
tions. 
BOGGS AGAIN. 
The horticulturists of the State met in 
convention in San Francisco Thursday to 
consider methods ami remedies for ridding 
their orchards of insect -pests. From the 
outset this body of men manifested its total 
lack of confidence in Mr. Boggs, the official 
Fruit Inspector, whose remarkable inca­ 
pacity the R fj'o rd -U m o n exposed two- 
years ago. That event was followed hv the 
resignation of Mr. Boggs, in response to 
the demand of the people. But political 
servitude must have its reward, and Boggs 
is again in office, with the conscious abili­ 
ty to draw Ills salary, and serve his party, 
whether his services to the people are of 
value or not. A more withering rebuke 
was never administered to an official body 
than that visited by the Convention upon 
the State Board of Horticulture. 
The 
Convention not only ignored Boggs, the 
official Inspector elected bv the Board, hut 
actually raised a fund to employ an ento­ 
mologist to do his duty who is couqietent to 
the task. Even the San Francisco Examiner, 
which has in a weakly way attempted to 
defend Boggs, is compelled to re|xirt the 
fact that the Convention ignored hint, and 
set about to practically displace him. The 
Democratic State administration has a 
good deal to answer for, but there is one 
thing it can never excuse, or clear from its 
skirts, and that is the placing in office of 
the incompetent Boggs. 
IRELAND.

THE ILLUSTRATING CRAZE. 


Two boys, one aged 12 and one 14 years, 
have been delivered at San Quentin under 
sentence of five years’ imprisonment each, 
for burglariously entering a house and 
stealing some property of trifling value. 
We prefer to assume that the Judge 
who ser.t these two boys to the State 
Prison for the best part of boy-life, did so 
to awaken society to the fearful condition 
of its social system. “ W hen such things 
ran lie.” what possible defense can the 
people of this State make for such treat­ 
ment of mere children ? 
Does any sane 
man believe that the imprisonment of 
these lads in the State Prison will reform 
them ? 
It can have but one effect—to 
convert them into hardened criminals. . 
The State Prison, we care not how well 
it is managed, under the California sys­ 
tem is, and can lie, little better than a 
school for crime, and it must so remain 
until classification and such wide separa­ 
tion of classes as will wholly remove the 
neophytes in crime from the atmosphere 
of confirmed villainy is accomplished. 
The Warden of the San Quentin Prison 
has through the press declared “ it is a 
great shame that boys of this age must 
come to us. The great need of the State 
is a reform school for such Ixjys. Do what 
we can to prevent it, they must pick up a 
great deal of harm here.” 
The Judge who sentenced these boys, in * 


The craze for illustrating the daily papers 
is running to the extreme. Solong ascon- 
fined to illustrating subjects treated and 
making articles more comprehensive, there 
was merit in it, though the doubt may he 
expressed iu very many cases whether the 
space occupied by the indifferent “ cut” 
could be better utilized by text matter.

Senator Stanford. 
The Alameda Encinal says : The presence 
of Senator Stanford at Washington insures 
practical effort in behalf of California and 
the Pacific coast. Even those who at the 
time of his election as Senator expressed a 
dislike as to the result, as he is so inti­ 
mately connected with the railroad inter­ 
ests, are becoming more than reconciled to 
the event. Every suggestion made by him 
since his advent in Washington has de­ 
monstrated that his tendencies are in favor 
of the people. Ilis stand upon the silver 
issue has lieen in harmony with his former 
public acts, and demonstrates that liis con­ 
ception of the requirements of the times is 
broad and statesmanlike. The pronounced 
manner in which he expresses his views 
astonishes many Eastern people, who bad 
been taught to believe tha’ he was devoid 
of sympathy with the masses. His ut­ 
terances will carry great weight with 
his colleagues as well as members of the 
lower House, and it is very evident that 
he is rapidly advancing to the position of a 
leader. In regard to iuternal improve­ 
ments, particularly the development of our 
rivers and harbors, no one could have been 
selected whose practical knowledge and ex­ 
perience in the West is more extensive. 
Although of Eastern origin, he has grown 
up with the development of the great 
West, and lias contributed more than most 
of our citizens to the advancement of the 
material interests of the Pacific slope. 
Therefore, he can but be regarded as relia­ 
ble in all expressions of opinion upon 
matters concerning this section, and his 
views will have great weight in the shaping 
of legislation.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 
“ Bricks from Babel" is a volume by 
Julia McNair Wright, published by John 
B. Alden, New York. lOrao.; long narrow 
form ; 60 cents. It is a brief review of the 
traditions, myths and religious belief of 
races, with concise studies in ethnology. 
' It was written chiefly in the British 
Museum, and is Intended to show that 
there is no reason in the assaults upon the 
Bible on topics in science or ancient his­ 
tory. She marshals the proofs of nature 
and the learning of ages, aud ranges them 
asan ultimatum beside the monumental 
10th chapter of Genesis. 
She believes 
that 
neither 
learning 
nor 
discov­ 
ery 
have 
antagonized 
the 
Mosaic 
author, hut have followed the path he 
traced. The book gives a very clear ac­ 
count of the wanderings and dispersions of 
the descendants of Noah, beginning witli 
the dispersion of Babel, and showing the 
present locations of the respective de­ 
scendants. The foundation of the work is 
the statements made in the Hebrew Book 
of Genesis. But these have been supple­ 
mented by the investigation of the fore­ 
most scholars of modern times, sueh as 
Rawlinson. Bunsen and Delitzsh. The 
work is the result of long study, and is 
written in a style ot grave eloquence, 
which renders the treatment of an appa­ 
rently dry subject most deeply interesting 
reading. 
“ A Layman’s Study of the English 
Bible, Considered in Its Literary and Sec­ 
ular Aspect,” is by Francis Bowen, LL. IX, 
Professor of Philosophy in Harvard Col­ 
lege, is issued by Charles Scribner’s Sons, 
New York, and is for sale by A. L. Ban­ 
croft <ft Co., San Francisco, at $1. It is 
neither a philological nor theological dis­ 
cussion, but a purely literary consideration 
of the Bible, concerning its plate in a sys­ 
tem of liberal education. Dr. Bowen con- 
eludes his review of 145 pages in enthusi­ 
asm for the poetry of the "Bible, its narra­ 
tives and its historical recitals, and likewise 
for its philosophy, codes of morals, biogra­ 
phies, political injunctions, parables and 
meditations, as literary productions, and 
he goes beyond this to announce liis be­ 
lief, with the reasons therefor, in the fun­ 
damental truths that God made the world ; 
that God is a spirit, and they that wor­ 
ship him must worship him in spirit and 
in truth ; that there is but one God ; that 
the creation was not a single net, complete 
as soon as begun, but that it extended 
throngh many stages, covering vast periods 
of time, and finally that it culminated in 
the birth of man. The book is distin­ 
guished by an originality of style, very 
marked, blunt and positive in its reason­ 
ing, but not at all dogmatic, and finished 
and scholarly in diction. 
Front C. S. Iloughton, Sacramento, we 
have a handsome octavo, selling at $1 25, 
entitled “ Bird Ways,” by Olive Thorne 
Miller. The book is published by Hough­ 
ton, Mitllin it Co., Boston aud New York. 
It is a series of charming studies of birds 
from life by an ardent lover of nature. This 
lady cannot endure to keep birds in con­ 
finement, and she retains only those that 
prefer her company to liberty. 
It is the 
free bird that commands her best love and 
study. One of the chapters of this delight­ 
ful book for bird-lovers appeared in “ Har­ 
per's Monthly Magazine," in itself a warm 
indorsement of tlie ability of tlie lady to 
treat acceptably the subject in hand. I t is 
not so intended, yet indeed this little vol­ 
ume is valuable as a study in natural his­ 
tory from a new standpoint. 
The readers of Mr. George W. Cable’s 
vigorous defenses of the “ New South,’’ that 
have appeared from time to time in the 
leading magazines and papers of the East, 
will be gratified to learn that Citarles Scrib­ 
ner’s Soils, New York, have issued the chief 
essay, “ The Freedman’s Case in Equity,” 
in book form, accompanied by other papers 
entitled “ The Silent South,'’ and “ The 
Convict Lease System in the Southern 
States."

A Court-martial was recently held in Ne­ 
vada City, and a synopsisoi the proceedings 
in the case were ordered published in the 
Recorii-Union.

J. C. Dean, did. on to w it: the 4th day of Decem­ 
ber, 1885, secretly and surreptitiously desert 
and delwirt Irom the vicinity of his o!d abiding 
place and the lurking-places and haunts of his 
old comrades in anus without the knowledge, 
privity or consent of his superior officers osten­

A. Nihell, and that in consequence thereof it 
became noised abroad that said Nihell had been 
on a grand tour of inspection of I he principal 
cities ol tlie Pacific slo|>e, when, in truth and in 
fact, he had been, during all of said time, re­ 
posing—as a good and faithful husband and cit­ 
izen should—in the bosom of his fairilv and 
among his friends at Nevada City : and that, bv 
reason of such m istaken identity and persona­ 
tion, said Nihell has become the jest of the 
worldly-minded, who are contiuually asking 
him, “ IIow did you enjoy your trip to Oak­ 
la n d ’" “ Hello, when did you get back'.’" and 
“ How do you do, Mr. Dean'.'" and has been 
compelled to “ set 'em up " for the boys until he 
has become m entally mad, spiritually profane 
and financially bankrupt, and contemplates a 
trip to the Indian country, from whence none 
return virtuous and but few rich, by means

T ook

One man is said 
to have killed eleven while standing 011 the 
R-street levee a few days since. Since 
officers h razee and Franks have been doing 
considerable patrol work ¡11 tlie vicinity, 
the shooting has had an additional element 
of excitement given it. and now the gunners 
hunt and are hunted.

Rilling tlie Mails. 
When R. D. Stephens took charge of the 
Postoffice in this city in November he found 
! on file several complaints of parties clairn- 
ing lost packages. Since his incumbency 
additional complaints have been made and 
an investigation set on foot to detect, if 
possible, the party who was tampering with 
the mails, if it was done in this office. The 
fact that articles in the office were fre­ 
quently found misplaced, and that a package 
addressed to a gentleman in this city, con­ 
taining a ring, a Christmas present front 
his sister, was received at the office but not 
delivered to him, located the theft and 
Deputy Postmaster W. S. Leake set a trap 
to catch the thief. After some davs he be­ 
came convinced that E. J. Dailey .‘a lad 17 
years of age. and one of the special delivery 
letter carriers, was the culprit. He in­ 
quired of the individual who lost the 
ring for a description. He could not give 
it, but said he had a photograph of his sis­ 
ter. taken with the ring upon the finger 
which he would bring to the office. He 
dul so, and by aid of a microscope it was 
discovered that the ring had *a double 
cameo setting. That evening Dailey, who 
remains on watch until midnight, was 
called in to “case up” the letters, and Mr. 
Leake stood by to watch him do his work. 
He had the ring upon his finger, and Mr. 
Leake immediately identified it as the lost 
one. He asked Dailey where he obtained 
the ring. 
An evasive answer wa3 given 
about making some kind of a trade with a 
clmm. Mr. Leake then said: “ Yon are 
not telling me the truth. You stole that 
ripp* 
carae to this office some davs ago, 
addressed to Hugo Cool, ami was placed 
near the window by Mr. Rider. You stole 
it. It is from Hugo Cool's sister, a Christ­ 
mas present, and you know it.” Dallcv 
broke down, owned up, and also admitted 
the stealing of another ring from a similar 
package. Several amounts of greenbacks 
varying from $10 to $100, arc reported as 
having been missed, but Dailey denies 
these thefts. The Postmaster immediately 
notified the United States Marshal of the 
occurrence. 
The latter arrived last even­ 
ing and arrested Dailey.

Yesterday 
was the warmest day for this month, the 
thermometer registering a maximum tem­ 
perature of 61.2°, anff u-uiinimuni of 51.2°. 
a range of but 10° between the highest and 
lowest temperature. At 7 o’clock last night 
the barometer along the Pacific slope was 
gradually rising, except at Sacramento and 
San Francisco, where it was falling but 
quite slowly, and tlie wind was generally 
variable in direction, and light in velocity. 
Light snow was falling at the Straits of 
Juan De Fuca, Olympia and Walla Walla, 
and heavy snow at Spokane Falls. It was 
cloudy at Portland and Red Bluff', and 
threatening at Roseburg! clear at Sacra­ 
mento and Keeler, and foggy at San Fran­ 
cisco. There was no foul' weather sunset 
reported at any California Signal Service 
station. A foul sunset was reported from 
ail the stations in Oregon and Washington 
Territory.

INTERVIEW 
WITH A 


IRISHMAN. 
TRAVELED 


Condition o f the 
People—W hat 
Thoughtful, Observant 
Man 
Thinks o f Ireland. 


John J. Roe, a native of Dublin, came 
out from Ireland recently in the interest of 
the charities of the deal and dum b asv- 
lum s of that island. He has been visiting 
Sacramento several days, departing onlv 
to-day. 
We have found him to be a 
gentle-mannered, intelligent, 
thoughtful 
observer of broad experience and much 
travel. 
In an interview with Mr. Roe in 
the editorial rooms of the R ecoed-ITkion 
the following questions were asked and 
answered, among o th ers: 
Question—W itli what work are vou now 
connected, Mr. Roe? 
Answer—The work of training and edu­ 
cating the deaf and dumb in Ireland, which 
has been neglected by the English Govern­ 
m ent, and is thrown ti)>on charitably dis­ 
posed people. The work is now carried on 
by a committee formed under the Areh- 
hishops and Bishops of Ireland. 
1 have 
been at the work for twenty-two years. My 
particular labor is to gather in the unfor­ 
tunates and to solicit means for their m ain­ 
tenance. 
Q-—N on ought tiien to be familiar wiib 
the social and political condition of Ire­ 
land ? 
, 
A.—Yes, sir. 
I think I am widely 
known. 
1 travel over every part of the 
country, and in ail parts of England. 
Q — I desire to ask you what you think 
are the chances for home rule in Ireland? 
A.—I think eventually it m ust come; 
not this year, but in time! 
Q.—On what do you base that belief? 
A.—The necessity for it, tirst. This is ad­ 
mitted by every statesman, 110 matter to 
what party he belongs. Second, the forti­ 
fication of tiiat necessity by the Irish vote. 
Again, the English people, in a calm re­ 
view, will realize that it will be of as much 
benefit to them as to the Irish. But, from 
my conversation with them. I hud English­ 
men misconceive the subject. They do 
not look at it as do Irish thinkers. They 
seem to think that we want separation. But 
the people do not ask this. 
\Ve want 
sim ply to manage our internal affairs. We 
know the evils that exist under the Grand 
Juries and other official bodies in Ireland. 
Taxation needs to be very considerably 
lowered. It is not long since when I read 
Mitchell H enry's consideration of this 
last subject, lie is a man of broad com­ 
mercial connection, and has been a repre­ 
sentative in Parliament. 
He showed, con­ 
clusively, that the 
Irish people pay a 
heavier per capita in all taxes than the 
English. I do not recall the exact figures. 
Under home rule reforms would be best 
brought about. 
Q.—But do not the Parnellites demand 
absolute dissolution of the union—that is. 
such home rule as will practically am ount 
to that by giving Ireland control of her 
commercial affairs? 
A.—I do not think they desire separa­ 
tion. Nor do I think that’ what vou state 
would amount to dissolution. W hat the 
Irish ask is, control of internal affairs so 
as to enable them to restore industries 
wrested from them —broken down and 
gone to ruin—under unjust English laws. 
Q.—For the 
American 
mind, please 
specify one such instance? 
A.—Well, the woolen manufacture of 
Ireland was a very extensive branch of in­ 
dustry until England passed laws prohibit­ 
ing exportation of the goods from Ireland: 
T hat course struck home at the luauu- 
faoture, and while that law does nbt pre­ 
vail now, the effect rem ains and can only 
be removed by a pa^rnal home govern­ 
m ent. And, lUf.wve, our industries will 
revive u nder home-rule encouragement, 
withjwff á protective tariff, or interference 
- With England's trade. 
Q.—W hat is the social condition of Ire­ 
land to-day compared to that of, sav, 
twenty years ago? 
" ’ 
A.—Vastly improved. 
In 
education, 
mode of living and style of dress, greatly 
improved. Of course, lowness of wagts, 
excess of taxation, high rent of land, etc., 
keep the people down. 
Land went tip to a 
fictitious value about twelve years ago. 
There was a high price for heef and mutton 
before Americans began to export. So cat­ 
tlemen, landlords and graziers made muct 
money, and the small farmer had no 
chance iacom petition with them, and not 
infrequently land rentals and sales went 
up tenfold. The lundlords now see. from 
the existing state of things, that the tenant 
farmers cannot possibly pav the rentals, 
for a produce market is difficult to obtain! 
aud when found the price for produce is 
comparatively insignificant. So the land­ 
lords, in m any cases, came forward and 
reduced rentals 20 and 30 per cent., and 
more than that. 
Q.—W hat brought about the reduced 
prices for produce ? 
A.—I think American importations. As 
to cattle, the small farmers’ used to raise 
the “ store cattle' —young cattle that are 
lean, for the large grazier. But these farm 
ers have been so largely driven out tha. 
the graziers cannot get sufficient supply of 
“ store cattle.” And this is due to the 
fution of the lanulords and the graziers. 
I hold that where a Population is reduced 
s.i fearfuilv, as in Ireland, it must im ­ 
poverish the country. 
For populatioi 
develops resources. Take a tn 
by ten farmers, and then when it has'but 
one. In fhe first cas? there is actually more 
taken out of the land, no m atter how skill­ 
ful the one occupant. Then the traders 
and merchants are benefited by the larger 
num ber of consumers. 
Q.—But was not Ireland over-populated ? 
A —Ireland is not thoroualil cultivated 
There are large tracts that are dormant" 
If there was full cultivation there would 
he support for double the population we 
now have. Our food supply, with even os 
small a margin of profit as there is, is still 
largely shipped away.

the tenant farmers, aud of course that must 
check the prosperity of the country. 
Q.—W hat was the effect of the land and 
L ind Commissioner laws under Gladstone? 
A.—In many cases satisfactory; in others 
appeals were necessary. At first when the 
Land Act was passed, the decisions of the 
Commissioners gave new hope and life to 
the country. But in time they changed ; 
reductions in rentals made began to grow 
less, and it has been supposed this was due 
to the influence of the landlord party with 
the Government, and that a purposeful 
official check was nut upon leniency. The 
cost of litigation before fhe Commission 
was very large on both sides. There is 
creat necessity for some am pler and less 
expensive method. 
If, twelve years ago, 
the landlords had taken Griffiths’ valu­ 
ation as a basis, and have reduced 011 till­ 
age lands, and where it was proper have 
added in some cases to grass lands, such a 
policy 
would have greatly 
aided the 
country, and have abolished the spirit of 
antagonism that grew up between the 
tenant and the law fiord. 
Q.—Do you note that the Queen in her 
address made no reference to home rule 
far Ireland? 
A.—Yes, hut she speaks of County Board 
reform, and all that, and 1 suppose that 
means home rule will come by and by. 
The Irish Parliamentary party cannot ac­ 
cept “County Board reform' 
as a settle­ 
m ent of the question, at all. The fact or 
admission by the Queen, of the necessity 
for reform, admits the necessity for local 
self government all over the country in 
every shape and form. 
The most pros­ 
perous tim e Ireland ever saw, was under 
“Grattan's Native Irish Parliam ent.” 
Up 
to the time of Gladstone’s Land Act, auy 
tenant farmer in Ireland who improved 
his house or farm, or dressed his wife, 
daughter or him self better that usual, was 
immediately pounced upon for an addition 
to his rent by the landlord or his agent. 
Q.—Does a destructionibt, dynamite and 
terrorizing element exist in Ireland, as 
against England and Englishmen? 
A.—I never met with it in m y experi­ 
ence. 
Q.—W hat was the element that stood be­ 
hind certain assassinations and assaults on 
landlords and Crown officials? 
A.—That could never be traced. As far 
as the public generally is concerned we 
can’t teli. 
We know there is 110 sym pathy 
in Ireland among the people for this ele­ 
ment. The Irish are taught to abhor viol­ 
ence. The Church puts its seal on it. I 
suppose you have a destructionist element 
here, threatening and doing, but 110 one 
charges it to your people. Such an ele­ 
m ent never was more than insignificant 
with us, atnl 1 think it is about all wiped 
out by this time. All that matter of viol­ 
ence is puzzling to our people. We don’t 
like to charge the Government with foster­ 
ing it. but certainly the acts of the con- 
stabularly and officials lias looked as if 
intended to awaken the spirit o f violence. 
Certainly the Irish people are not properly 
chargeable with the acts of the few mis­ 
guided ones. 
Q.—How about boycotting? 
A.—Well, it lias never been as extensive 
as represented. 
It never was an Irish in­ 
stitution. A11 American introduced it. It 
was applied fora time, but it it. little known 
now. Boycotting, in one form or another, 
has existed in all countries. 
It is seen 
everywhere in society. It is as old as civil­ 
ization. it simply is manifest at some 
times mole vigorously than nt others. As 
applied ¡11 Ireland, it related to landlords 
who were ¡oppressive; but that existed only 
for a short jim e. 
A great deal more lias 
been niadtqnf it than there was any war­ 
rant for. 
^ here ver I have traveled I have 
found a boycotting in trade, professions 
and all fo n ts of society. 
It xas had some 
prominence;,in England and Ireland, be­ 
cause we hath' several grades of society, but 
it has not b t i i nearly so great a factor as 
you have bs%n ied to believe. 
If, under 
Providence, the Irish tenant farmers could 
only own the lands they ocuipv, as it is in 
Fiance, then all would tend' to unity and 
strength and jiosperitv. 
Q.—But son® jieople tell ns here that if 
tliat were dnmfc our Irish small farmer is 
improvident, vfcsteful. not given by taste 
to soil cultivuSuii, and preferring rather 
ease and indoknee to neatness and the 
profits of labor on the soil. 
A.—I deny it ;Jt is a false and malicious 
statement. If vjpi were in the country I 
would prove it to you. Even under the 
Gladstone Act O'cat improvement was 
made. Our Irisbfenants have as high an 
ambition to be Beat, and to have neat 
homes and a purs 1 and home comforts, as 
any people on >»rth. Even now, under 
such concessions as have been made, our 
people have seized upon the opportunity to 
improve their-surroundings. Our peasantry 
are industrious. You’d be astonished to 
see how they manage to save money for 
home comforts, and win a living from 
stubborn soil. There is no more virtuous 
people on God’s earth than the Irish at 
home. Cleanliness is next to godliness, 
and they are taught it. But if the poor 
man has but a shilling to use lie can’t put 
up a pig-sty that costs ten.

T iie F olsom P rison B u ild in g Contract. 
The Bulletin says that M. A. Clark has 
brought suit in tlie Superior Court of San 
Francisco against H. C. Partridge, John W. 
Armstrong and M. Miles, and for cause of 
actions avers that on March 10th last the 
Legislature appropriated $34,519 40 to pay 
a judgment obtained in the Sixth District 
Court by Miles fur work done and material 
furnished iu the building of the Folsom 
State Prison.

The Asso­ 
ciated Banks of New York [the Clearing­ 
house] have established a system of boy- 
cottSng of silver, something in this wise: 
A depositor presenting, say $500 in silver, 
is fold that it will not be'accepted on de­ 
posit. His only recourse then is to sell liis 
silver to a broker, of course suffering a dis- 
efiunt on what is really legal-tender money. 
If lie gets fractious and threatens to trans- 
; 


er bis account to another bank, he is po- 
itely told that lie cannot help himself in 
that way; that aii the banks work under 
the same rule. If a man iias an obligation 
of, say $500, to meet at a bank and 
tenders the am ount in silver, objection 
is made to receiving it, and he is recom­ 
mended to visit a broker and exchange the 
silver for gold or paper. 
If lie stands for 
his rights, he is told something like this : 
“ Oli, yes. you have the law on your side, 
and if vou insist on our taking this stuff, 
we will have to take it; but you m ust hear 
in mind that you will be reported, and here­ 
after you cannot expect m any favors from 
the banks.’’ 
Few business men would care to offend 
or defy spell a power as the associated 
banks of New York, and the consequence 
is that the man takes his sUrer to a broker, 
exchanges it for gold or paper and pays the 
discount. 
The project to which reference is made 
above, for meeting the goldite’s schemes, is 
as follows: 
It is proposed to establish in 
New York, with a capital of $2,000,000, a 
bank in which no discrimination shall be 
made against silver, and wherein money of 
that metal will be treated the same as other 
currency of a par value. It is expected that 
such a bank will meet a popular want, and 
that it will draw to its counters the busi­ 
ness of all New Yorkers not directly inter­ 
ested in the maintenance of a single gold 
standard. It is also proposed to establish 
branches in the leading commercial cities : 
or. if not branches, local banks conducted 
oil the 
same 
principle will be estab­ 
lished, these banks being in correspondence 
and transacting business, one through the 
other. Certain California capitalists have 
been invited to join in this enterprise, 
some of whom seethe feasibility of it, and 
express a willingness to invest. The Silver 
Bank project is iu the hands of parties 
possessing capital, and also experience in 
the banking ousinc-ss. 
¡50 far tlie banks of San Francisco have 
not discriminated against silver, and by 
their deposit slips they recognize silver as 
coin, co-equally with gold. A San Fran­ 
cisco deposit slip reads :

A New York bank deposit-slip specifies 
six different kinds of currency, viz.; Gold, 
silver, currency (greenbacks or national 
bank notes), silver notes, Treasury certifi­ 
cates and gold certificates. U nder the law 
all these classes of currency, with tlie ex­ 
ception of subsidiary coin, arc legal tender, 
but the New York banks purposely specify 
each kind of currency in order that they 
may carry out their discrimination against 
silver. 
Were it not for this discrimination, 
a depositor might take a batch of money or 
its representatives in paper, representing all 
the currencies mentioned above, say, to 
the am ount of $2 ,0 0 0, and all that would 
be necessary for him to write 011 the de­ 
posit slip would be that he had deposited 
$2 ,0 0 0, and the bank, in paying out against 
the money could band over the counter any 
legal tender money most convenient to it­ 
self. This would tend to unify our very 
much mixed currency, which 'lias been 
made a hodge-podge through tlie discrimi­ 
nating action of banks and capitalists. 
These have been largely assisted bv the 
action of the United States Treasury- offi­ 
cials, past and present in defying the laws 
of Congress, ignoring the stipulation of the 
bond, to pay principal and interest in coin 
(gold and silver, or gold or stiver) and, In 
season or out of season, endeavoring to de­ 
base a legal tender money of the United 
States to a mere metal of commerce, ignor­ 
ing the solemn stamp of the Government, 
which is the only thing that makes money, 
and striving to put that money on the basis 
of a mere stamped piece of bullion, subject 
to the fluctuations of an arbitrary foreign 
market. Tlie establishment of silver banks 
will stop all this ; and. let those who think 
that the due recognition and continued 
coinage of silver is likely to injure onr 
credit abroad continue to do business with 
the goldite banks, while tlie people will 
patronize the double standard banks.

Eltas Gates, the Dixon saloon-keeper, 
who wrote Iroru the Lick House in this city 
on Monday last, telling liis wife that lie 
contemplated suicide and would be uo 
more 011 r. ceipt of the letter, was found 
yesterday 
ernoon in Golden Gate l’ark 
by officer “1 . ompson. The officer followed 
him up by a track, which led into tlie low 
chaparral near the quarry at tlie McAllister 
street entrance, supposing it was sonic inis- 
creat bent upon trapping quail. 
He was 
asked what he was doing there, and replied 
that he proposed committing suicide. He 
was arre.-ed, and a Smith A Wesson re­ 
volver was found upon him, and a postal 
card, on tbe back of which was scribbled in 
pencil: 
“ My name is Samuel Jones. 
I 
nave no friends in this country nearer than 
New York.” 
Gates, or “ Jo n es” as he persisted in 
calling himself, was taken to the lock-up 
and booked for a misdemeanor. Gates ad­ 
mitted his identity when the officer showed 
him tbe published account of bis disap­ 
pearance and supposed suicide in 
last 
evening's Post, and could hardlv repress 
the tears in his eyes. H e told a rambling 
story of his reverses as a furmer, his coming 
to the city on Monday last witli only 
ninety cents in bis pocket, bis sleeping two 
nights in a eliair in tbe W hat Chee'r House, 
bis despondency and his semi-starvation 
for lacz of food since Tuesday night last, 
as all but ten cents of his money had been 
spent before yesterday. Gates' case in the 
Police Court lias been put over for several 
days, and in the meantime friends of his in 
the city have interested themselves in his 
behalf.

MilCo and W. G. Klee were appointed a 
Comimiltee 011 Order of Business. ‘ 
Mr. Boggs, State 
Inspector of Fruit 
Ptufts, who was present, was called upon to 
.£w e some information on the subject, and 
stated that tbe law provided for the ap­ 
pointment of quarantine guardians for 
local districts by the State Board of Horti­ 
culture, with powers to compel orcliardists 
to take action to rid their iruit trees of 
have infected trees cut 
110 provision, however, 
iu tlie law for 
the payment of such 
guardiaus, consequently when any district 
asked for the appointm ent of a local 
guardian, such district m ust provide for liis 
payment. 
F. M. Pixley, who was in attendance, 
was invited to address the meeting. Mr. 
Pixley said : 
" Mr. Chairman, 1 am a 
gentleman farmer, ami I am here for in ­ 
formation. 
I confess that I don’t know 
anything about fruit farming, and, what is 
more, 1 have never been able to hire any­ 
one who does. 
I farm iu a community of 
gentlemen farmers, and we are all raising a 
fine and large assortment oi fruit pests, 
which are going all over the Slate, because 
you won’t give us some definite, practical 
instructions liow to get rid of the pests. 
I 
came here to-day to learn how to get rid of 
the pests. 
1 discovered a little black bug 
on my orange 
trees, 
over 
in 
Marin 
county, 
last year, and I liad a man 
picking that bug off tbe trees all one 
summer, and lie’s there yet—tbe bug, I 
mean. 
Now why don’t you professional 
orcliardists publish a recipe for killing tliat 
bug? As you don't publish recipes, 1 have 
taken my farming advice out of the agri­ 
cultural column of a city daiiy, and it Las 
nearly ruined me. 
I have estimated that 
my butter costs me $ 8 a pound, my eggs $3 
a dozen, apd tlie Jersey cows I paid $475 
a piece for I can't sell for $100 a piece. 
If I 
don’t get some exact and useful information 
soon m y farm will ruin me, and T want you 
to adopt a system of publishing recipes' for 
killing bugs and things, which some of 
your well-known members can authenti­ 
cate, and then I’ll know it is all right and 
not be afraid to use it.’’ 
His little speech ended, Mr. Boggs' ex­ 
cused him self from further attendance on 
the convention, saying he was obliged to 
return to bis home. 
The Committee 011 Order of Business 
made this report: The first business shall 
be to discuss a way by which Matthew 
Cooke, of Sacramento, can be employed by 
this association, in liis private capacity, as 
a pest inspector and advisor for the benefit 
oi the members of this society. Also, to 
provide for this purjiose at least $3CiO a 
month, to be raised by subscription by 
members of this society, to be paid monthly 
to the Secretary, and to be paid by him to 
Mr. Cooke as salary and traveling ex­ 
penses. 
W. C. Blackwood, of Haywards, said he 
did not see the necessity ot having a man 
go into the orchards and say that there 
were bugs on the trees. 
“ We all know 
that,” lie continued. 
“ W hat we want is. 
something that will kill the pests.” 
Mr. Williams, of Fresno, inquired if the 
proposed duties of Mr. Cooke were not 
properly those of tlie State Inspector, who 
had by tin’s time left the hall. 
“ Do you think Mr. Boggs knows any­ 
thing about bugs?” inquired Senator De 
Long. 
" No, I don’t,” answered Mr. Williams, 
“but we can bring such a strong united 
effort to bear on the State Board as will 
cause that body to appoint a practical en­ 
tomologist for Inspector." 
“ You’ve tried tliat before, and you suc­ 
ceeded, didn’t you?” chorussed' several 
members. 
Messrs. Buck and Milco were appointed 
a committee to solicit subscriptions to tbe 
fund to pay the salary of Matthew Cooke, 
and succeeded in getting subscriptions to 
the amount of $111 per month. 
C. E. Platt, a young m an from Healds- 
burg, who stated that he was not a fruit­ 
grower, but a poor man with a boy to edu­ 
cate, got up and said that ho was the dis­ 
coverer of a new bug, which he described 
as bearing tlie same relation to the scale 
bug that an alligator does to the suntish, 
but he neglected to state the valuable 
properties of this wonderful insect, except 
that it lias six legs and does not eat fruit. 
Frank Buck, of Solano, said lie liad 
killed the San Jose scale iu sum mer with 
one application of a spray made of ten 
pounds of tobacco stems, 125 pounds of 
whale-oil soap, and 150 gallons of water. 
He had killed them in winter with onc-half 
a pound of soda and one-lialf a pound of 
potash dissolved in one and a half gallons 
of water, but it took more than one appli­ 
cation. 
Leonard Coates, of Napa, stated that, in 
his experience, the San Jose scale bug was 
the hardest to kill. An effective wash was 
composed of caustic soda and potash, half a 
pound of each to one and a quarter gallons 
of water, the liquid to be applied hot. 
Mr. Block, of Santa Clara, lias been 
troubled with the oyster-shell scale on liis 
trees. 
He recommended spraying tlie 
trees with a solution of lye and water—one 
pound of lye to six gallons of water. 
G. N. Gray, of Chico, called the attention 
of those present to a new variety of black 
aphis that was infesting tiie potato and to­ 
mato vines in his vicinity. 
Mr. Hussman, of Napa, was acquainted 
with this aphis, and said lie had discovered 
that the lady bug destroyed this aphis, 
which in reality was not very harmful. 
Tlie subject of ]>ear-tree fungus was dis­ 
cussed, and as a remedy for it it was sug­ 
gested to use sulphate of iron, one pound to 
fifteen or twenty gallons of water. 
1’rofes- 
sor Hilgard recommended sulphate of cop­ 
per with milk and lime as a destroyer of 
the fungus.
